‘Did We Cop Out?’ 

ICCS Takeoff Eve 
Edged in Sadness

SAIGON (CP) — The last Canadian truce 
observers in the field in South Vietnam ar¬ 
rived here Thursday, leaving the teamsites of 
the International Commission of Control and 
Supervision to the Hungarians, Poles and In¬ 
donesians. 

The Hungarians and Poles, who rarely 
agreed with the Canadians and Indonesians, 
say the ICCS cannot work with only three 
countries. 

In Saigon, the Canadians are on their own. 
after medical checks, until departure for 
home next Tuesday. 

In the ICCS officers’ mess today, men met 
others they had not seen often during the six 
months in South Vietnam. 

“Listen, you Canadians, drinks are on me, 
courtesy Air America,” shouted one man. 

“You're a great bunch of guys.” 

Air America is the contractor that pro¬ 
vides the aircraft for the ICCS airline, a ser¬ 
vice that has been operated by Canadians. 

A Victoria naval officer gave up that 
offer of a drink to sit thoughtfully on a bed to 
wonder out joud whether Canada is “copping 
out.” 

Cmdr. Jay Rangel, a tall man who usually 
looks down on people with an engaging smile 
and a quick quip, said seriously: “I've 
thought about this for a long time.” 


He said that this week South Vietnamese 
army officials in Pleiku, in the central high¬ 
lands. held a magnificent party for the men 
of ICCS Region HI where Rangel had spent 
the last months. 

After the party, he said, the half-dozen 
Canadians looked at each other and agreed 
with him that “I feel like a heel.” 

“We wondered whether we were copping 
out.” he said. 

Rangel described South Vietnam as a 
“beautiful, tragic land’* and expressed admi¬ 
ration for the South Vietnamese army. He 
also expressed sympathy for the army which 
he said is left at the “mercy of the Hungari¬ 
ans and Poles” in the IOCS. 

He said the only hope for the ICCS - 
which he said did some good — is for a 
country such as Canada to be chi it. 

"I'm satisfied that the Canadians were ob¬ 
jective in their work," he said. 

He also said he came to have more Under¬ 
standing of the South Vietnamese army and 
to have gotten rid of some misconceptions he 
felt about it before he came. 

“I thought the armed forces were corrupt, 
ineffective and needed American support.” 
But now he found that “these are people that 
do not run, that are not padding their 
payroll. ...”

CALGARY — In what was seen as a major vic¬ 
tory for British Columbia, the federal government 
announced Thursday that it will allow provinces to 
get into the banking business. 

The promise of changes to the Bank Act was by 
far the most significant event of the western opportu¬ 
nities conference, and it was the key hope of the B.C. 

government. 

Finance Minister John 
Turner said an amendment to 
the act next year will allow 
provincial governments to 
own, at first, 25 per cent of 
the voting shares of a char¬ 
tered bank. 

Over a “reasonable" period 
of time, they will be expected 
to reduce in stages their hold¬ 
ings to a maximum of 10 per 
cent. 

Turner said the ceiling of 10 
per cent was set to protect the 
federal jurisdiction in matters 
of monetary policy and bank¬ 
ing. 

“What we have just re¬ 
ceived,” enthused Premier 
Barrett after Turner’s an¬ 
nouncement, “is perhaps one 
of the most significant 
speeches for the ordinary peo¬ 
ple of Canada. For the first 
time, there will be the poten¬ 
tial for them to have some 
say in the banking industry.” 

He said the amendment wall 
give them access to the “hal¬ 
lowed halls of banking” 
through their government. 

In his statement. Turner 
stressed that the purpose of 
the amendment will be to 
spur members of the public to 
invest in banking, and to 
foster the establishment of re¬ 
gionally-based charter banks 
— two steps that will encour¬ 
age regional development of 
industry. 

As a second step to encour¬ 
age the creation of regional 
banks, the federal govern¬ 
ment will also recommend to 
Parliament that the incorpo¬ 
ration of new banks be per¬ 
mitted through letters-patent.

Two supersonic F4J Phan¬ 
tom jets of the U.S. Navy’s 
Blue Angels precision flying 
team collided in flight and 
rrashed Thursday, killing 
three men and injuring a 
fourth. 

The navy said the four- 
plane formation was on its 
way from the Oceana, Va., 
naval air station to Lakehurst 
naval air station when the col¬ 
lision occurred as the two- 
man jets were practising an 
outside loop over a wooded 
scrub pine area. 

The scene near Beckerville, 
N.J., was about four miles 
from Lakehurst, site of one of 
the most famous air disasters 
in history — the fire which de¬ 
stroyed the German dirigible 
Hindenburg May 6, 19157, kill¬ 
ing 36 persons. 

The two remaining planes 
landed safely at the naval 
base 19 minutes after the ac¬ 
cident. 

In all, 10 Blue Angels have 
been killed since the crack

Americans have started a record buying 
run on home freezers and are hoarding food 
in* anticipation of higher prices and a meat 
shortage, a survey showed Thursday. 

“People call up and they say they don't 
care what size they don’t care what model, 
whether it’s bent or dented or whatever — 
just get them one,” a Boston appliance store 
manager said of the freezer sales. 

“People are hoarding meat,” said Michael 
McTague, a St. Louis appliance sales manag¬ 
er. “I have customers begging for freezers 
but the distributors are sold out.” 

Commercial locker firms reported soaring 
rentals. ‘ 

The boom in home freezers went against 
advice from Agriculture Secretary Earl But/. 


who is urging consumers to not hoard food, 
especially beef, warning that a run on meat 
by 40 million housewives would require the 
slaughter of a million steers, "and dry up the 
counters fast.” 

In Miami Beach. Fla., rising food 
prices have forced many retired people living 
on fixed incomes to eat fewer meals and 
some have even resorted to shoplifting food 
and vitamins, officials said. 

Social workers and store officials said the 
situation was particularly acute in Miami 
Beach, where 61 per cent of the population of 
85,000 is aged 65 and over. 

“Some of the older women put little pack¬ 
ages of meat in their bras; they steal what 
they need at the time — vitamins, cans of 
luna fish.” said Frank Curcio, security chief 
for Grand .Union stores.

Tubal Ligation

Dear Dr. Thosteson : I have 
read several letters in your 
column concerning the new 
operation, tubal ligation, but 
no one has asked the ques¬ 
tions that concern me the 
mast: 

How does this operation af¬ 
fect, menopause? 

What happens to the egg 
when it cannot travel through 
the tubes to meet the sperm? 

If pregnancy is desired 
later on in life, can the tubes 
be untied? 

Is there any unusual pain 
after the operation? 

Have there been any side 
effects?— Mrs. R.T. 

Tubal ligation is not a new 
operation. 

It seems to me I've touched 
on these questions before, but

since you lump them all to¬ 
gether neatly and they are 
items that bear repetition. I’ll 
take them one at a time. 

• The operation has no 
effect on menopause. 

• The egg, which is of 
microscopic size, simply dis¬ 
integrates harmlessly. 

• Untying the tubes is an 
unpredictable thing and is 
usually not done. It’a best to 
undertake such an operation 


as tubal ligation, as well as 
vasectomy, with the idea that 
it is probably irreversible. 

• No pain is usually as¬ 
sociated with the operation. 

• The only possible side 
effects are those associated 
with any operation, with the 
ever-present possibility of in¬ 
fection. Post-surgical care nor¬ 
mally eliminates this. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: After 
having pericarditis, could I 
get it again?— Mrs. F.A.R. 

You could, but you won’t 
necessarily. Pericarditis is an 
inflammation of the heart’s 
outer lining. So compare it to 
an inflamed finger. There’s no 
particular reason why you 
should have it a second time 
but having had it once 
doesn’t protect you against 
having it again.

HoWever, the airline repeal¬ 
ed that, its flight attendants 
and pilots were reporting for 
work, contrary to a claim by 
the union that it was getting 
"lots of support’ ’from them. 

The dispute between CP Air 
and the machinists' union 
which includes mechanics, 
ramp crews, baggage 
handlers and cleaners 
centres around parity with 
Air Canada counterparts. The 
airline said it would match a 
16 per cent, wage boost given 
Air Canada workers last 
month, but the union has de¬ 
manded that it also match a 
number of fringe benefits. 

CP Air union members now 
earn an average of $11,4.i0 a 
year. Average for Air Canada 
counterparts will be $13,500 by 
March next year. 

The Ontario rail strike has 
forced CP Rail, Canadian Na¬ 
tional and eight smaller rail¬ 
ways tx> cease operation. 

In the wake of the strike by 
porters, clerks, singlemen and 
other workers, there were 
these developments: 

• Ford Motor Co. in St. 
Thomas, Ont. sent 900 
workers home from the day 
shift because a shortage of 
parts caused a halt in produc¬ 
tion. 

• About 20,000 commut¬ 
ers who rely on the govern¬ 
ment of Ontario's GO trains 
from Oshawa and Hamilton to 
Toronto were left without 
transit. Bus companies re¬ 
ported a roaring business and 
roads to the city were 
jammed by traffic. 

• A union official in Mon¬ 
treal accused the railways of 
laying off non-striking person¬ 
nel in hopes of forcing the 
strikers to go national. A na¬ 
tional strike, he sand, would 
push the federal government 
into passing emergency legis¬ 
lation farcing the strikers 
back to work. 

• Federal tabor Minister 
John Munro told the Com¬ 
mons he has received assur¬ 
ances from the union that 
every effort will be made to 
keep grain moving during the 
strike and that he hopes the 
railways will also cooperate. 
He said the government will 
not intervene "unless the pub¬ 
lic interest is at stake . . . but 
I hope that will not be neces¬ 
sary.” 

• A CN spokesman said 
large telecommunications sys¬ 
tems would not be affected 
but telegrams cannot be sent 
and users of manually-operat¬ 
ed telegraph and Telex ma¬ 
chines "will be hard hit. 

• Rail service into and 
out of Winnipeg was at 
standstill and Manitoba High¬ 
way Traffic and Transport 
Board authorized vehicles not 
normally used for highway 
transport to haul freight in 
the province. They are pri¬ 
or 53 cents an hour in the first 
year of a two-year contract 


with another 13 cents an hour 
marily concerned with mov¬ 
ing perishable goods. 

# In several centres rail 
passengers had to be taken to 
their destinations by bus.

And when Gurney raised 
the same point, saying the ef¬ 
forts of Herbert Kalmbach, 
Nixon’s personal lawyer, and 
of John Dean, Nixon’s White 
House counsel, to raise money 
for the original defendants 
demonstrated “legal or ille¬ 
gal” White House involve¬ 
ment, Ehrlichman replied:

Thousands Stay Off Job 
In Massive Smog Attack 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
Thousands of federal em¬ 
ployees stayed home Thurs¬ 
day and state employees were 
told to halt unnecessary trav¬ 
el as much of southern Cali¬ 
fornia sweltered through the 
third consecutive day of the 
year’s worst smog attack. 

For the first time, the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
imposed an emergency smog 
plan in a six-county area, ask¬ 
ing other agencies to shut 
down. At least two did. 

A heavy inversion layer 
kept the eye-burning, brown¬ 
ish smog banked against the 
mountains of the Los Angeles 
basin for the third day and 
the National Weather Service 
said there was little chance of 
relief Friday. 

As the day progressed, the 
Air Pollution Control District 
revised its forecast because of 
“significant improvement in 
meteorological conditions” 
and said the smog effects 
would not be as severe as 
originally predicted. But the 
level remained high enough to 
cause eye irritation in most 
areas.

Earlier, the committee 
voted unanimously to go to 
court to compel Nixon to 
comply with its subpoenas for 
documents and White House 
tape recordings of his conver¬ 
sations with Dean, who tes¬ 
tified Nixon knew of the cov¬ 
erup as early as three 
months after the break-in. 
Nixon refused to honor the 
subpoena. 

When Ervin, speaking exci¬ 
tedly, asked why the FBI 
could not investigate facts 


that were in the newspapers, 
Ehrlichman defended “the de¬ 
votion or vigor of the bureau 
of investigation.” 

Ehrlichman made one 
concession. He acknowledged 
that Hugh Sloan, the 32-year- 
old Nixon campaign treasur¬ 
er, tried to warn him of his 
Watergate suspicions on 
July 22, 1972, a month after 
the break-in, and he discour¬ 
aged Sloan from talking to 
him. 


Sloan has testified to giv¬ 
ing $199,000 to G. Gordon 
Liddy, later convicted as the 
author of the wiretapping 
scheme. He said he wanted to 
tell Ehrlichman about it. 

Ehrjichman said he sent 
him away, telling him “that it 
would be grossly unfair of me 
to hear him out until he had 
had an opportunity to talk to 
an attorney and take counsel 
on his own situation.”

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Belated Decision 


r E EXTRAORDINARY ADMISSION by Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp that 
the Canadian government “has just begun to fight” 
the plan to deliver Alaskan oil by tanker to Cherry 
Point, Wash., will shock the people of British Co¬ 
lumbia into awareness that until now the gravity of 
the environmental risk has not been appreciated by 
the administration. 

Incredulous, Opposition leader Robert Stan¬ 
field asked Mr. Sharp why it is only at this late 
date that the government has decided to try to per¬ 
suade Washington against using the Juan de Fuca 
tanker route. 

Because, said the minister, it is only now that 
"there is something tangible to fight.” 

Mr. Sharp reaches this astonishing conclusion 
because the United States Senate, by a single vote, 
has approved construction of the trans-Alaska pipe¬ 
line by which crude will move to Valdez and the 
tanker berths. 

But it is not the Senate’s decision which dis¬ 
turbs Mr. Sharp. It is the probability that oil from 
Valdez will move through Juan de Fuca, and the 
fear of spills and resulting contamination. 

Surely the minister must realize that the ap¬ 
proval of the Alaska pipeline makes this threat in¬ 
evitable. Surely he must appreciate that the time 
to have fought to safeguard the Canadian environ¬ 
ment was before, not after, the pipeline decision. 
And surely he, and the rest of the Trudeau ad¬ 
ministration, must have recognized that there had 
to be a valid alternative. The Mackenzie basin 
route was the obvious one. For four years expo¬ 
nents of this option have been pleading for Otta¬ 
wa’s support. 


Now that it’s too late, Mr. Sharp says Canada 
would “welcome” an application from the United 
States for a Mackenzie pipeline. But the Canadian 
position heretofore has not been clear. It was cer¬ 
tainly not understood in Washington. 

The belated promise to try to persuade the 
United States to use some other delivery route 
than Juan de Fuca — and it must be supposed Mr. 
Sharp spoke for the government when he made it 
— must be particularly galling to David Anderson, 
Liberal* Party leader in B.C. Not that he won’t 
approve it, along with every one else in this prov¬ 
ince who realizes what it would mean to have 
supertankers operating in enclosed coastal waters. 
But galling because Mr. Anderson has been trying 
to rouse the government to action since 1969. 

He was a Liberal member for Esquimalt- 
Saanich in 1970 when he first went to Washington 
to help organize the lobby, and ultimately the court 
action, to block the Alaska pipeline and win over 
the United States government to the Canadian 
route he favored. Try as he might, he could not 
shake the Canadian government out of its indif¬ 
ference to his cause and the interests of British 
Columbia. 

Had he had the administration’s support then 
and in the intervening years up to the time of the 
Senate’s recent decision, it is altogether likely the 
outcome would have been satisfactory to all con¬ 
cerned, and the Pacific coast environment would 
have been safeguarded. 

No doubt Mr. Anderson, and other thoughtful 
British Columbians, will support any campaign the 
federal government undertakes for protection 
against oil pollution. But like many others he will 
probably feel the decision comes too late.

Bring on the Beauty 


A MAJOR STEP in Victoria waterfront beautifi¬ 
cation progress can be seen in the federal de¬ 
partment of transport’s plans to get all of its ser¬ 
vices together in one location. Conversion of the 
old Victoria Machinery Depot shipyard at the 
Outer Wharves off Dallas Road into a D.O.T. depot 
should spruce up a wasteland that has been mar¬ 
ring the landscape for far too long a period. 

A neat, well-kept area with low-profile build¬ 
ings rimmed with lawn can be visualized at the har¬ 
bor entrance where the Empress ships of the CPR’s 
service to the Orient once made a proud picture. 

It became an area of desolation after the 
Empress beauties slipped their lines until, through 
war time necessity, it was turned to Liberty ship 
building, and the sparkle of torches on welded hulls 
livened the scene. 

But when that need ended it took on a look of 
unwanted dejection that, it is to be hoped, the 
D.O.T. will wipe away with stationing there of 
weather ships and other vessels of the government 
line, along with administrative offices, repair and 
storage facilities. It is possible, too, apparently that 


helicopters of the government service may be pro¬ 
vided pads on the site. 

There is something ironic in the federal de¬ 
partment’s negotiating for the old shipyard proper¬ 
ty at the same time the provincial government is 
asking Ottawa for restoration of a 40 per cent sub¬ 
sidy once enjoyed in the construction of ships in 
B.C. The province, of course, is not looking towards 
revival of shipbuilding at this particular yard. It is 
seeking for the industry generally a competitive 
position with eastern Canadian shipbuilders who 
are able to operate with labor and transport costs 
much lower than are charged here. 

It is hardly an ideal location for a shipyard, 
anyway, being crowded for launchings at the outer 
entrance of a potentially beautiful winding water¬ 
way where it would be impractical to bar all in¬ 
dustry, but which has long left something to be 
desired as part of the capital city’s showcase. 

The D.O.T. plans should fit into the attrac¬ 
tiveness that is sought for a more people-oriented 
Victoria waterfront, and the sooner the consoli¬ 
dation of its services can be started at the derelict 
VMD yard the better.

U.S. Trade Move Upsetting 


Growing resentment among 
European Community coun¬ 
tries over United States re¬ 
striction on soya bean exports 
is threatening to have serious 
effects on world trade stalks 
scheduled to begin this Sep¬ 
tember in Tokyo. 

An outspoken attack on the 
U.S. by the French minister 
of agriculture in which he ac¬ 
cused the Americans of trade 
“aggression” cannot, either in 
the tone or content, be taken 
to represent a general Euro¬ 
pean view. Nonetheless, the 
French representative's anger 
with Washington has given 
focus to latent anxieties 
among other EEC member 
countries. 

They recall that, after all, 
the multilateral trade talks, 
which will possibly be known 
as the “Nixon Round,” have 
been initiated by the United 
States in the hope that they

will lead to tariff reductions 
similar to those achieved in 
the Kennedy Round. But the 
brave vision on the Ameri¬ 
cans’ part of a new trade era 
being opened up at the plena¬ 
ry session in Tokyo — even 
though this is to be followed 
by at least two years’ hard 
bargaining — already looks 
somewhat shabby to officials 
in the Common Market head¬ 
quarters. 


A suspicion has grown that 
America is looking after its 
own trade interests exclusive¬ 
ly and, in taking unilateral 
action like restricting soya 
bean exports, is ready to sac¬ 
rifice European goodwill. The 
U.S. move was so precipitate 
that the American ambas¬ 
sador to the European Com-

muni ties was not officially in¬ 
formed of the administra¬ 
tion’s intention until after the 
news had broken in Washing¬ 
ton. 

This cavalier behavior — as 
perceived by the EEC — has 
played straight into the hands 
of the French who are never 
slow off the mark when op¬ 
portunities present them¬ 
selves to criticize the United 
States. As a result, in the last 
few weeks, the French have 
been discreetly putting the 
brakes on the world trade 
talks preparations on the 
grounds that unless there is 
an improvement in the inter¬ 
national monetary situation, 
little point will be served in 
beginning conscientious nego¬ 
tiations about trade. 

The grave deterioration of 
the U.S. trading position in 
relation to the rest of the 
world — and Japan in partic¬ 
ular — gives no confidence to 
the Common Market nations 
that America will be able to 
deliver the goods. 

French representatives 
want to see a distinct link be¬ 
tween trade talks and discus¬ 
sions about the world mone¬ 
tary problems. West Germany 
and other EEC members be¬ 
lieve this is too formal an 
approach. But they have had 
to accept that any progress iij 
the trade talks could be un¬ 
done within days by monetary 
unheavals like those in recent 
weeks. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is no suggestion that 
the Common Market countries 
should fail to attend the open¬ 
ing of the trade talks, but the 
question is now being asked 
about how far and how fast 
the EEC should allow the ne¬ 
gotiations to proceed when the 
real horse-trading starts early 
next year. A very senior rep¬ 
resentative of a new Common 
Market country openly ques¬ 
tioned the other day whether 
the EEC should permit the 
trade talks to start in earnest 
“until there is a dear change 
of heart and thinking in Wash¬ 
ington.” 

• • 


This sentiment was echoed 
by tiie West German minister 
of agriculture, Herr Josef 
Ertl, who has asked whether 
this was the proper time to 
negotiate the opening of Euro¬ 
pean markets to U.S. food im¬ 
ports. He has proposed there 
should be a world food confer¬ 
ence where all can put their 
cards on the table and whose 
success or failure would in¬ 
dicate whether the trade talks 
would be of any value. 

★ ★ ★ 

Herr Ertl’s comments were 
a surprise: Germany can nor¬ 
mally be relied on to be well 
disposed towards the U.S. The 
implied criticism of Herr 
Ertl’s remarks therefore had 
an even greater impact than 
the predictable rhetoric of the 
French. 

All this augurs badly for the 
Atlantic relationship. Coun¬ 
tries like Britain, which want 
the Common Market to have 
a more open trade policy and 
less rigid agricultural ar¬ 
rangements, have a difficult 
time arguing against the 
French when American ac¬ 
tions give Paris such ammu¬ 
nition. The next few weeks, 
leading up to the Tokyo cur¬ 
tain-raiser, will be critical. 
The signs are that it could be 
an occasion for sour disap¬ 
pointment.

India 
alone pays 3450 million a year 
in principal and interest on 
her loans. 

If Canada is so generous 
why do we insist that 66 per 
cent of the loans we give be 
spent on Canadian products? 
Don’t we want these countries 
to develop? If the money was 
given without this proviso 
they could buy the cheapest 
products needed and their aid 
would go so much further. 

We in the western world 
make sure our trade is im¬ 
proving at the expense of the 
underdeveloped nations. The 
value of world trade is in¬ 
creasing by 7 per cent a 
year, but the share of world 
trade for under-developed na¬ 
tions has been going down— 
from 27 per cent in 1953 to 19 
per cent in 1967. 

So our taxes are a little 
higher. Does Mr. Weston real¬ 
ize that the average Canadian 


spends 3160 a year on cosmet¬ 
ics, candies, horse racing, cig¬ 
arettes and liquor, but only 
55-510 on aid? 

Why should we give aid at 
all? 

Most of the underdeveloped 
countries were once colonies 
of European countries. The 
colonies helped greatly to 
make the European countries 
wealthy. Raw products were 
shipped out and very little 
was given in return. Aid is a 
small recompense for years of 
exploitation and injustice. 

In closing I would quote 
former Prime Minister Pear¬ 
son. In speaking of the rich 
countries he said, “Could the 
moral and social foundations 
of their own societies remain 
firm and steady if they 
washed their hands of the 
plight of others?”

Such are the conclusions of 
the 13th Economic Outlook 
produced by the secretariat of 
the Organization for Econom¬ 
ic Cooperation and Develop¬ 
ment (OECD). 

Almost all industrialized 
countries from Japan to Aus¬ 
tria and Finland to New Zea¬ 
land are members of the 
OECD. 

The new survey shows the 
amazing extent to which they 
^hare the same experiences 
and problems. 


The basic problem of all, 
one u judges, is that the experi¬ 
ence of fast inflation-led 
growth coincides with the 
worldwide questioning of the 
very aim itself of perpetual, 
increasing, all-consuming in¬ 
dustrial expansion. 

Is the growth that cannot be 
stopped about to meet head 
o with the growth that can¬ 
not be borne? 

★ ★ ★ 

That is the question, as it 
emerges from this extraordi¬ 
nary document. 

As to inflation, the average 
rate of rise of prices in the 


western world in 1972 ^as just 
above four per cent a year. 
Food prices were rising a lit¬ 
tle faster, at 4.7 per cent. But 
in the first quarter of 1973 the 
over-all OECD consumer 
price index rose 8.5 per cent. 
Food prices rose 17.4 per 
cent. 

Here is a table for the rate 
of rise of consumer prices 
early this year, as set out in 
the OECD survey and “sea¬ 
sonally adjusted" by its staff 
economists: 

Republic of Ireland, 18.2 per 
cent; Japan, 16.4; Italy, 12.7; 
Greece, 11; Switzerland, 10.9; 
Finland, 10.7; and Spain, 10.0. * 

The United States’ inflation 
is rated at 7.9 per cent, Great 
Britain’s at 7.4, and Wes-t Ger¬ 
many’s at 6.8. 


Spiders, Sun Space Studies 

Physicist Among Tomorrow’s Skylab Crew

Can spiders spin their webs 
as easily in the weightlessness 
of space as they do in your 
attic? 

Can three men withstand 
the stresses of zero gravity 
for two months without suffer¬ 
ing the imprint of either phys¬ 
ical or psychological scars? 

Can astronauts and scien¬ 
tists team up to t.i n d out 
enough about the sun to 
harness its power to light and 
heat buildings the world oven? 

Does the absence of gravity 
improve the' casting of metals 
and other industrial processes 
so sharply that space-borne 
factories someday might be 
feasible? 

★ ★ ★ 

Skylab II is scheduled for 
launch at 4:08 (PDT) Satur¬ 
day, to begin a 56-day odyssey 
designed to find the answers 
to these and countless other 
questions still obscured by the 
mysterious black veils in the 
void beyond earth’s atmo¬ 
sphere. 

A veteran and two rookie 
spacemen will be aboard Sky¬ 
lab II when it blasts off from 
Cape Kennedy, Fla., its target 
the silo-shaped unmanned or- 
b i t a 1 workshop spinning 
around the earth 270 miles 
high. 

They are Capt. Alan L. 
Bean, Maj. Jack Robert Lous- 
ma and Owen K. Garnett, a 
civilian scientist. 

★ ★ ★ 

Bean, 41, walked on the 
moon during Apollo 12 with 
Charles (Pete) Conrad, also 
commander of the cliff-hang¬ 
ing yet eventually successful

Space agency doctors concede 
new medical problems could 
develop during the second 28 
days of the journey. 

Skylab n astronauts win 
take up where Conrad left off 
with experiments to test 
man’s ability to cast “pure" 
industrial objects in space. 

Conrad, using an electron 
beam, tried unsuccessfully to 
cast perfect ball bearings and 
other objects, conceding they 
looked “funny” and "balloon¬ 
like” when he had finished 
shaping them in weight¬ 
lessness. 

But he blamed malfunction¬ 
ing of the beam for most of 
the trouble. Space scientists 
still believe that with proper 
technology, improved indus¬ 
trial hardware can be pro¬ 
duced in space. 


Skylab 1 mission which 
ended last June 22. 

Lousma, 37, with a degree 
in aeronautical engineering, 
was a member of the backup 
crews for Apollo 9, 10 and 13 
but has yet to fly in space. 

Garriott, 42, will be the fir^t 
physicist to fly in space on a 
U.S. mission. The author of 
mare than 25 papers and a 
book on inospheric physics, he 
will operate the solar tele¬ 
scopes on the spacecraft in 
the continuing search for the 
secret of the sun’s endless 
outpouring of energy. 

★ ★ ★ 

While Skylab Is pho¬ 
tographs of the sun revealed 
new details of its structure, 
“the mare we know about the 
sun, the better we may even¬ 
tually be able to use it as an 


energy source on earth,’’ Gar¬ 
riott emphasizes. 

“Eventually it could power 
street lights, power light 
bulbs in our homes and even 
could be converted and used 
as fuel in our autos.” 

Conrad and the other Skylab 
1 astronauts, a little shaky 
but otherwise suffering from 
nothing more than sea¬ 
sickness or weariness after 
their 28 days in space, believe 
future space travellers will 
encounter few physical prob¬ 
lems with prolonged weight¬ 
lessness. provided they exer¬ 
cise regularly to maintain 
muscle tone. 

★ ★ ★ 

However, Skylab II astro¬ 
nauts must double the record 
28 days in space chalked up 
by the first Skylab crew. 


The so-called “sipider’’ ex¬ 
periment was one of 19 con¬ 
ceived by U.S. high school 
science students and accepted 
by NASA for plaices on the 
Skylab series of three mis¬ 
sions. 

'hie experiment will ob- 
serve the web-building 
process of the common cross 
spider (arenus diadem atus) in 
tlie weightless environment of 
Skylab n. Later its perform¬ 
ance will be compared with a 
similar spider experiment in 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Skylab II astronauts also 
will continue photo^sirapping 
sweeps over the globe to 
study the earth’s resources, 
searching for insect assaults 
on timberlands and farms and 
pinpointing pollution and its 
effects on rivers, bays and 
harbors, with special empha¬ 
sis on U.S. regions. 


Since these figures were as¬ 
sembled considerable changes 
already have occured. The of¬ 
ficial rate of rise of prices in 
Britain today, for instance, is 
nearer nine per cent. In the 
OECD table French prices 
are shown as rising at the 
relatively slow rate of four 
per cent per annum. In fact, 
they now are rising at seven 
per cent 

Inflation is accelerating, 
'rhere is no mistaking the 
signs. 

But output also is growing. 

“The growth of output in 
the OECD area is expected to 
reach an almost unprece¬ 
dented 7 to 7.5 pesr cent rate 
this year,” the survey de¬ 
clares. It adds that a 
“marked and simultaneous 
quickening of expansion was 
witnessed in the second half 
of 1972 and the growth of ac¬ 
tivity accelerated further in 
early 1973.” 

★ ★ ★ 

This expansion, the OECD 
states, far outstrips the fore¬ 
casts made a year ago. 

Some deceleration now la 
expected. Even so, mo6t 
member countries are expect¬ 
ed to go on expanding at 
“above-capacity rates” - well 
into 1974. What is to be done? 

The OECD warns against 
over-pessimism. Skepticism 
about the possibilities of 
“fine-tuning” an economy 
through demand manage¬ 
ment, now so widespread, it 
says, “should not be carried 
to extremes.” 

However, OECD also 
admits, present policies are 
unlikely to slow down trie rise 
of world prices. 

“The recent (accelerating) 
rate of inflation may, last for 
some time,” the OECD de¬ 
clares, “without very vigor¬ 
ous action — and covering a 
wide range of countries.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Almost the only recipe for 
action that the organization it¬ 
self offers, and that rather 
tentatively, is a mixture of 
greater competition, less cash 
help for “sheltered sectors” 
(i.e. fewer or smaller sub¬ 
sidies) and more direct gov¬ 
ernment control of pay and 
prices. 

Meanwhile, however, in 1973 
the international outlook is 
rosy. 

“This is a boom year for 
trade,’’ the OECD declares. 

In dollar terms the money 
value of world trade may well 
increase in 1973 by 29 per 
cent, it avers. Even in real 
terms international trade is 
likely to increase this year by 
13 per cent.

German Enmities Remain 

Expected Detente Fails To Develop 


Two months after the wide¬ 
ly-publicized signing of a 
sweeping friendship treaty be¬ 
tween East and West Ger¬ 
many, the expected detente 
between the two states has 
failed to develop. 

Government officials have 
managed several stiffly-for¬ 
mal contacts and some liber¬ 
alized travel arrangements 
have been put into effect but 
much of the cold war hostility 
which has poisoned east-Avest 
relations since 1945 remains. 

★ ★ ★ 

Many observers, and a 
large section of the German 
people themselves, had ex¬ 
pected a fairly rapid evapora¬ 
tion of old animosities after 
the signing of the treaty June 
22 and, in fact, this might 
have happened if a number of 
unfortunate incidents had not 
exacerbated tensions.

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One of the worst was the

The shootings came at the 
close of the ministerial phase 
of the European security con¬ 
ference in Helsinki where 
foreign ministers from the 
two Germanies had met for¬ 
mally, and tended to wipe out 
any gains that had been made 
there as far a£ the treaty was 
concerned. 

The next incident followed 
soon after when-West German 
be maintained and strength¬ 
ened. 

Relations were strained fur¬ 
ther in mid-July when East 
Germany said it would not 
allow visits by West Berliners 
between July 27 and Aug. 5 


since a world festival of youth

Both sides have clearly 
gained from the June pact but 
both interpret its meaning in 
fundamentally different ways. 

Bonn tends to emphasize 
the human benefits, such as

visits to areas just the other 
side without obtaining de¬ 
tailed clearance. 

The treaty also provides for 
improvements in trade and 
judicial arrangements, sports 
exchanges, health and environ-

mental matters, all issues 
stressed by Bonn.

East Germany accepts all 
these things but chooses to 
place greater importance on 
aspects of the accord contain¬ 
ing East and West German 
pledges to respect each 
other’s independence and con¬ 
sider their border inviolable. 

In other words, Bonn sees 
the treaty as a means of 
working slowly towards even¬ 
tual peaceful re-uqification of 
the two states while East Ger¬ 
many views it as a document 
which effectively settles the 
border question and rules out 
unification for good. 

• As long as such a basic divi¬ 
sion of aims remains, most 
observers now believe, any 
substantial movement to¬ 
wards a genuine improvement 
in relations will continue to be 
only a distant prospect at 
best.

Gets CBC Sanction 


OTTAWA (CP) - The pri¬ 
vate television station in Ross 
River, Y.T., has been sanc¬ 
tioned by the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission. 

The CRTC announced ap¬ 
proval Thursday of an appli¬ 
cation by the Ross River com¬ 
munity association to operate 
a television rebroadcasting 
station carrying CBC pro¬ 
grams beamed from Faro, 
Y.T., 40 miles away. 

The Ross River gToup erect¬ 
ed a TV relay station in April 


which captured the CBC sig¬ 
nal. The CRC informed Ross 
River residents they had to 
apply for a licence to make 
the operation legal. 

Ross River did not have 
enough residents to meet CBC 
requirements for a television 
rebroadcasting station to 
carry the new CBC northern 
service programs. 

So residents put up their 
own relay station with the 
help of 56,200 from, a million¬ 
aire mining prospector A1 
Kul an. 


The bill rode through

tion, distribution and recall 
charged to the Games com¬ 
mittee. 

Stevens also tore into the 
NDP, which he said supported 
the scheme earlier this year, 
but now wants to be disassoci¬ 
ated fiWi it.

In addition to being able to 
write as many cheques as re¬ 
quired to carry out banking 
needs, the monthly $3 fee will 
also allow the account holder 
to purchase travellers che¬ 
ques.

The new banking package 
will also allow customers to 
obtain a special low interest 
rate on personal instalment 
loans based on three quarter* 
of 1 per cent below the bank’s 
best consumer loan rate. 

The package also contains 
an overdraft protection fea¬ 
ture, under which cheques 
will be automatically covered 
up to a limft to be arranged 
at the time the account is 
opened. 

The bank saidthat western 
account customers will be 
provided with "distinctive 
jiersonalized cheques" that 
will carry the name, address 
and telephone number of the 
customer. 

Wayne Allen, the Bank of 
B.C.’s assistant general man¬ 
ager, said the western ac¬ 
count is based on a concept 
introduced recently in Califor¬ 
nia by Wells Fargo Bank of 
San Francisco. However, in 
the United States, banks are 
precluded by law from paying 
interest into chequing ac¬ 
counts. 

Allen said the $3 monthly 
fee is based on what the 
hank considers is the average 
charge paid by chequing ac¬ 
count customers. 

"A person who issues a 
large number of cheques each 
month will probably pay less 
than on a conventional chequ¬ 
ing account," said Allen. 
"Someone who writes few 
cheques, doesn’t borrow from 
the bank and doesn’t need a 
safety deposit box, might be 
better off with a regular ac¬ 
count." 

There was no immediate 
comment from senior officials 
in Vancouver of other char¬ 
tered banks.

OTTAWA (CP) — A secret 
government document says 
that a go-slow energy policy 
aimed at limiting production 
to domestic needs would 
cause unacceptable levels of 
unemployment, decreased 
economic growth and large 
losses of foreign investment. 

The paper, prepared by the 
energy department, also 
contests the widespread view 
that investment in manufac¬ 
turing industries promises 
more job opportunities than in 
resource industries. ^ 

The document is a prelimi¬ 
nary draft of the govern¬ 
ment’s report on energy poli¬ 
cies, which was tabled in the 
Commons June 28. 

But before publication, the 
cabinet ordered it rewritten to 
convey "a more neutral stand 
on major issues where gov¬ 
ernment policy has not yet 
been decided,” a leaked cabi¬ 
net record shows. 

Both the unpublished work¬ 
ing paper and the final report 
describe five choices for fu¬ 
ture resource policies. They 
range from a self-sufficiency 
program to a maximum dev¬ 
elopment program that could 
generate $31 billion to $44 bil¬ 
lion in real output in the 
1970s. 

Both use the same figures, 
based on computer projec¬ 
tions developed by the Eco¬ 
nomic Council of Canda. - * 

But the unpublished docu¬ 
ment, obtained by The Cana¬ 
dian Press, offers signifi¬ 
cantly different conclusions. 

With the self-sufficiency 
strategy, it says, "unemploy¬ 
ment would he at unaccepta¬ 
ble levels." 

Loss of jobs would total 
830,000 man-years from the 
employment predicted 
pi*esent growth rates.

exceed $11 billion over the 
decade, compared to growth 
projections based on past 
trends. 

That would result from a $5 
billion reduction in capital 
spending and greatly di¬ 
minished exports of gas and 
oil, which would reduce total 
demand in the economy. 

"This should by no means 
be interpreted as a realistic 
expectation,” the published 
version says. 

"It is only the unlikely situ¬ 
ation that Canadians have no 
alternative means of achiev¬ 
ing economic growth other 


than resource exploitation 
. . . that such members might 
be considered relevant." 


Texasgulf Offer 


House Study Later 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Can- 
ad a Development Corp. 
(CDC) offer to buy 10 million 
shares of Texasgulf Inc., of 
New York may 'be discussed 
by a Commons committee 
later, treasury board Pres¬ 
ident Charles Drury said 
Thursday. 

However, considering the 
parliamentary summer recess 
is overdue, dt wouldn’t be ap¬ 
propriate to refer the matter 
to committee now, he told the 
Commons. 

If this ds done later in the 
session, the president of the 
CDD likely will be willing to 
appear, he said. 

The Crown corporation an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that it has 
offered to purchase shares 
from non-residents of Canada 
for $29 each. The 10 million 
shares would give the cor¬ 
poration 35 per cent of Texas¬ 
gulf’s outstanding shares. 

Drury was replying to New 
Democrat Leader David 
Lewis who asked if a commit¬ 
tee can 6tudy the action since 
the offer of $29 a share is 
about $4 above actual market 
value. 

Lewis, noting that the cor¬ 
poration is independent al¬ 
though it is owned by the gov¬ 
ernment, asked if the offer 
has been discussed with feder¬ 
al officials. 

Drury replied the corpora¬ 
tion offer was a board deci¬ 
sion but the government has 
two representatives on the 
board. 

He reiterated that the offer 
is directly in line with the 
stated Objectives of the cor¬ 
poration, established in 1971 
to develop and maintain 
strong domestic control in the 
private sectors of the econ¬ 
omy. 

The purchase, if successful, 


would give Canadians voting 
control — 55 per cent — in the 
multinational company. Pri¬ 
vate individuals in Canada 
now own 20 per cent of Texas- 
gulf’s common stock. 

Texasgulf mainly is a min¬ 
ing operation with interests in 
agriculture, chemical, oil and 
gas development. It operates 
Kidd Creek Mines in Tim¬ 
mins, Ont., one of the world’s 
largest single producers of 
zinc and silver.

In the letter, Nixon 
said he would not give up his 
tapes but would produce some 
documents if the committee 
would be specific about what 
documents it wanted. 

Ervin branded that re¬ 
sponse totally unacceptable. 

”We are not clairvoyant,’* 
he said. “You can’t identify a 
document you’ve never seen.” 

The committee vice-chair¬ 
man, Senator Howard Baker 
(Rep. Tenn.), then proposed 
that the committee take the 
president to court and the mo¬ 
tion was adopted unanimous¬ 
ly. 

“The chair recognizes that 
there as no precedent for liti¬ 
gation of this nature,” Ervin 
said. 

“I think this litigation is es¬ 
sential if we are to determine 
whether the president is 
above the law, and whether 
the president is immune from 
the duties and responsibilities 
of this kind that evolve upon 
all the other mortals that 
dwell in this land.” 

At issue is Nixon’s conten¬ 


tion that executive privilege 
and the doctrine of separation 
of powers permit him to with¬ 
hold the tapes and documents, 
and the committee’s insis¬ 
tence that its charter from 
the Senate permits it to sub¬ 
poena Whiter House material 
relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 

In a White House briefing, 
Charles Wright, a lawyer for 
Nixon, told reporters the pres¬ 
ident is prepared to turn over 
documents that deal strictly 
with political matters or that 
do not threaten the confiden¬ 
tiality of his relations with ad¬ 
visers. 

Wright, who said he expects 
to argue Nixon’s case in the 
courts, said he would construe 
all tape recordings to fall 
within the confidentiality cat¬ 
egory. But he added that if a 
tape should be discovered that 
was exclusively political in 
nature, “I think we would 
have to face fairly squarely to 
that question.’” 

In his reply to Ervin, Nixon 
flatly rejected one subpoena 
which sought the tape record¬ 
ings of five meetings between 
Nixon and his former White 
House counsel, John Dean.

Three U.S. fishboat skippers 
are due to appear today in 
Victoria Provincial Court to 
face separate charges of ille¬ 
gal fishing in Canadian fish¬ 
eries waters, a spokesman for 
the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment in Victoria disclosed 
Thursday. 

The three charges were 
drawn up after the fisheries 
patrol boat Atlin Post stopped 
three small gillnetters early 
Thursday in the Strait of Juan

STE. JULIE DE VER- 
CHERES, Que. — Bespec- 
tacled Hale Irwin doesn't like 
to play golf in the rain. 

But he put up with the in¬ 
clement conditions Thursday 
and fired a record seven- 
under-par 65 in the Canadian 
Open golf championship. 

The American pro carries a 
two-stroke lead into today’s 
second round of the $175,000 
event. 

Irwin, who hasn’t won a 
tournament all year, set the 
record as he toured the par- 
72, rain-soaked, 6905-yard Ri¬ 
chelieu Valley Golf and 
Country Club course some 30 
miles east of Montreal. 

Three other golfers — all 
Americans — Equalled the 
previous course record 67. 
They were Tom Weiskopf, 
who won the British Open two 
weeks ago, Hubert Green and 
young Forest Fezler. 

Three strokes off Irwin’s 
pace at 68 were Lee Trevino, 
Lenny Thompson and Bob 
Lunn — all from the U.S.— 
along with South Africa’s 
Bobby Cole. 

Trevino won the event the 
last time it was played here 
in 1971 which he and Art 
Wall turned in identical 13- 
under-par 275s, but Trevino 
won in a sudden-death playoff 
against the veteran. 

Four players carded 69s — 
Ralkph Schlicht, a rookie 
from Madison, Wis., Bobby 
Mitchell, John Mahaffey and 
Ed Sneed — all Americans. 

Arnold Palmer, who won his 
first professional tournament 
with a Canadian Open victory 


in 1955, Wall, Bunky Henry, 
Rod Funseth and Paul Moran, 
were all grouped at 70. 

The previously dry Riche¬ 
lieu Valley layout was 
drenched by a heavy over¬ 
night rain, and the opening 
round was delayed 30 minutes 
until the course could be in¬ 
spected and declared playablo 
by Royal Canadian Golf Asso¬ 
ciation officials. 

After play began, the rain 
continued for another two 
hours and Irwin played a por¬ 
tion of his round in die in¬ 
clement weather. 

"I was hoping it would be 
rained out when the day start¬ 
ed because I felt like a day of 
rest,” Irwin said. “And, I 
don’t like to play in the rain 
because of glasses.” 

But whether his glasses be¬ 
came cloudy or not it didn’t 
stop the 28-year-old pro from 
Boulder, Colo., from oarding 
three birdies on the front nine 
after taking a bogey on the 
first hole, and adding four 
others op the final nine holes. 

"I just played very well 
today,” said Irwin, who ha* 
grossed $58,336 so far this 
year. "I drove the ball very 
well, I missed some putts that 
were makable, but I don’t 
remember when I've had so 
many short putts for birdies.” 

In all, 32 players were bet¬ 
ter than par for their opening 
round. Another 26 players 
fired par 72s.

Some salmon are being taken at all the favorite spots 
around Vancouver Island, but fishing at the best can only be 
rated fair. Campbell River oan be rated best with an area 
average of 2.7 fish a boat for 3162 recorded boat days. 

That catch checked by fisheries officials was made up of 
2130 Chinooks, 111 jack chinooks, 6342 coho, 75 coho grilse and 
112 pdnka. 

The salmon have been taken pretty well everywhere In 
the Campbell River area, with Frenchman’s Pool, off the 
Campbell River mouth, giving up same big Chinooks in early 
mornings and late evenings. Danny Plamondon’s 47-pound 
tyee, taken Tuesday, is the biggest to date. 

Oyster Bay-Mitlenatch Island waters have been fair tor 
»ix to seven-pound coho. 

The big tyee haven't arrived in Muchalat Inlet yet, and 
can be expected around middle of August. Bat those with bog 
boats who can run out to Nootka Sound and Friendly Cove 
are getting good fishing now for big chinooks and coho. Bam- 
fiedd is also producing big Chinooks and coho. 

Comox fishing has been spotty. Len Francis reports 
plenty of coho in mid-Guif in deep water, but they are still 
feeding on shrimp. 

“They are late starting to come in to feed on herring this 
year. But when they do we should get some terrific coho fish¬ 
ing, ” says Francis. 

Garry Christensen has been getting lots of coho off Flora 
Island at the end of Hornby, but he has found them about a 
mile offshore on the east side of Flora. 

Eagle Crest Point off Qualicum, and Mistaken Island off 
Northwest Bay have reported fair catches of chinooks for 
strip casters and troLlers using white hootchies and herring. 
Red and white and green and white flies have been taking 
some coho in the vicinity of Lasqueti and Ballenas Islands. 
Fishing in the Claytons area has been spotty, but the close-in 
spar buoy has produced from time to time. 

Par lie r Pass has produced same coho on green and 
orange flies and chinooks on herring. Active Pass has been 
producing good chinook fishing for moochers. 

Bolf Bluff waters in Sansum Narrows has also been 
producing chinooks for moochers, but they are now mooching 
at 110 feet instead of the usual 75 to 80 feet At that depth it is 
hard for trailers to get down to the fish. 


Oowichan Bay seems to have had an early run of bog 
chinooks, with lots of jacks mixed with them, and anglers are 
getting them all over the bay. Moochers are going down to 45 
to 50 feet at the weedline and down to 60 feet at Skinner 
Bluffs. 

Saanich Inlet seems to be getting the chinooks on their 
way to Oowichan Bay. They appear to circle the Inlet before 
they head for Cowichan. Good spots to watch far these 
chinooks are along the Bamberton to McCurdy share, off 
Coles Bay and in Fin lay son arm. 

Eric Zwich took a 38-pounder in Finlayscn Arm on Sun¬ 
day. 

Sidney, Oak Bay and Victoria are classed as poor. Ped- 
der Bay - Becher Bay and Sooke waters have been spotty, but 
on Sunday boats averaged better than one fish — 55 per cent 
of them chinooks, 10 per cent sockeye, 25 per cent pinks and 
10 per cent coho. 

Netters who started fishing Juan de Fuca Monday got 
good catches, and were allowed an extra day of netting — 
three days instead erf the scheduled two this week. That could 
be bad news for Sooke sports anglers, who are counting on 
the salmon that make it through the wall of nets at the Strait 
entrance.

Summer steelheading has been poor. Len Francis reports 
practically no fish in the Heber River and only a few in the 
Gold. Dirk OkkeT got a couple of nice browns at Skutz Falls 
this week. Some summer run steelhead have been taken from 
the White.

Salmon River at Kelsey Bay has been closed to salmon 
angling upstream approximately one and three-quarter miles 
from the mouth from July 22 to Oct. 26,1973.

For those who have been asking about the road into 
Tahsis. There has been road construction on the Oanuma hill 
and that section is very bad, but some campers have got 
through. It isn’t likely the connecting road between Zeballos 
and Tahsis will be completed this year. 

Hunting regulations far this year are now available. 

Major change for Vancouver Island is that only one of a 
hunter’s three-deer bag limit may be an antlerless deer. The 
watersheds of the White, the Tsolum and Puntledge, and the 
South Fork of the Oyster have been included in the buck-only 
areas. Other buck-only areas are the watershed of the south 
fork of the Nanaimo, Copper Canyon area of Chemainus and 
Gordon River watershed.

Hindle also said that he was 
appalled that neither the 


chamber of commerce, nor 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
have offered any opposition to 
a Vancovuer brief asking for 
a dry dock to be built in Van¬ 
couver. 

"If the federal government 
agrees to this, then many jobs 
will evaporate from this 
city," said Hindle. 

.It would be to Victoria’s ad¬ 
vantage, and less expensive 
for the federal governnment if 


Ksqui malt’s dry dock were to 
be widened and deepened to 
accommodate the largest of 
the new vessels.

Victoria council has had dif¬ 
ficulties in the past getting 
resolutions on the convention 
flpor. mostly because they 
w'ere submitted too late.

Museum 

Fears 

Layoffs 

For the second summer in * 
low the Provincial Museum is 
fac«d with the possibility of 
having to lay off personnel 
because promised funds have 
not arrived from Ottawa. 

Museum director Bristol 
Foster says he is at a loss to 
understand why, when the 
federal government had ap¬ 
proved a grant of $200,000 for 
training and museum assis¬ 
tance, only $50,000 had so far 
been received. 

Because of this, he said, the 
museum was quite unable to 
plan ahead, or to employ 
trained staff. 

The same thing happened 
last year. Then the leader of a 
Local Initiative Program 
project at the museum had to 
borrow from the bank, using 
his own home as collateral, to 
pay his workers. 

"It’s a ridiculous situation," 
said Foster Thursday. "Otta¬ 
wa has approved our projects, 
has agreed to the grants, and 
now for one reason or another 
is delaying sending the funds 
to us. 

‘ The longer the government 
delays, the more people have 
to be laid off." 

Foster added that the fed¬ 
eral government had also 
approved a $16,000 museum 
training assistance program, 
hut the museum had so far 
received only $4,000.

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‘Barrett’s Way’ Wins No Applause

CALGARY — Premier 
Dave Barrett’s lavish propos¬ 
al too ship Alaskan oil through 
a system of pipelines and rail 
in northern B.C., first un¬ 
veiled last March, reared its 
head again Thursday at the 
Western opportunities confer¬ 
ence. 

Attractive yellow folders, 
entitled The Way Out and of¬ 
fering an alternative to ship¬ 
ping of oil in tankers along 
the B.C. coast, were passed 
out to delegates during discus¬ 
sion of building up the west¬ 
ern northlands. 

Barrett argued that rail¬ 


ways are the best way of ex¬ 
ploiting available resources, 
especially in outlying areas, 
and his proposed rail system 
could be linked up with routes 
in Alberta and the other 
Prairie provinces. 

He said railways would or¬ 
ganize towns that now lead a 
shaky existence and would up¬ 
grade living conditions gener¬ 
ally. 

When Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau was presented with his 
yellow folder and leafed 
through its contents, he noted 
dryly: “Your opposition is 
much more understanding 
than our opposition.” 


Barrett replied that it was 
simply a matter oof having a 
"bigger majority.” 

Much of the northlands dis¬ 
cussion centred on changes in 
the operations of the depart¬ 
ment of regional economic ex¬ 
pansion, the portfolio held by 
Don Jamieson. 

Jamieson said the depart¬ 
ment was nearing "the most 
dramatic decentralization in 
the history of Canada.” 

Regional offices in the west 
were being beefed up with 
staff, and a new policy of 
"seek-and-find" was being 
implemented. By this, he 
meant that rather than simply 
wait for applications for help, 


the department would go out 
and find beneficial ways of 
spending federal money in the 
development of industry. 

He explained that the cur¬ 
rent distribution of depart¬ 
ment staff was 70 per cent in 
Ottawa and 30 per cent in the 
field. TTiis ratio would be re¬ 
versed, the minister said. 

The federal government re¬ 
fused to make a solid commit¬ 
ment on a western request 
that a northern road system 
starting at Winnipeg and pro¬ 
ceeding on through Saskatche¬ 
wan, Alberta, Dawson Creek, 
B.C., and ending at Prince 
Rupert be provided .jointly by 
the provinces and Ottawa. 


This system, the premiers 
said, would link the entire 
northwest with a port that 
looks out on "the vast mar¬ 
kets of the Pacific Rim coun¬ 
tries." 

Jamieson indicated that this 
proposal would be discussed 
at a future date with the four 
premiers. 

Jean Chretien, minister of 
Indian affairs' and northern 
development, told the confer¬ 
ence that any development in 
the northlands should be han¬ 
dled in consultation with the 
estimated 400,000 native peo¬ 
ples who would benefit from 
this progress. 


New Agriculture Policy 
Termed ‘Only Modest ’ 


CALGARY (CP) — Anxiously-awaited fed¬ 
eral policy statements on iigriculture ap¬ 
peared to make little impression on western 
premiers at the western economic opportuni¬ 
ties conference Friday. 

The statements, read by Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Eugene Whelan and Justice Minister 
Otto Lang, included proposals for a new 
grain insurance program, a Saskatoon re¬ 
search centre, and higher advance payments. 

But Saskatchewan premier Allan Blaken- 
ey, the premiers’ agriculture spokesman, 
termed the projosals "only modest.” 

He told reporters that proposals do not 
meet the desires of the premiers, say nothing 
about floor prices far agricultural commodi¬ 
ties, do not contribute to income stability and 
offer young people, no more incentive to enter 
farming. 

Despite expectations. Lang did not an¬ 


nounce a new federal policy on the controver¬ 
sial problem of feed grains. 

Prairie farmers have expressed concern 
that Ottawa intends to take jurisdiction over 
prairie feed grains away from the Canadian 
wheat board — a step that eastern livestock 
producers favor because it would be expected 
to mean lower prices for them. 

Western farmers naturally want greater 
prices for their feed grain, and western live¬ 
stock producers oppose any transport sub¬ 
sidies that would prevent them having a 
competitive advantage over eastern livestock 
producers. 

In outlining the principles being used by 
the federal government to develop a new 
feed-grain polity, Lang appeared to lean to¬ 
ward western arguments. 

He said the wheat board, for which he 1* 
responsible, "is essential to the orderly mar¬ 
keting of grain in and outside of Canada.”

CALGARY — Finance Min¬ 
ister John Turner said Thurs¬ 
day that Ottawa is ready to 
push for a lowering of certain 
U.S. tariffs to help western 
Canada industries. 

“You tell us what U.S. 
levels you want down, and 
we’ll go to bat for you,’ ’he 
told Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed, who wants tariff 
reduction in petrochemical 
products. It was assumed he 
was also talking to he four 
western premiers at a federal 
provincial conference here. 

He invited the premiers to 
decide which products they 
feel should have easiier access 
to the U.S. Markets, and these 
would be discussed at upcom¬ 
ing international trade and 
tariff talks next year. 

In a nutshell, the western 
premiers want a reduction in 
U.S. tariffs on processed 
goods, many of which are now 
so high as to make Canadian 
processing unfeasible. A low¬ 
ering of tariffs, the theory 
goes, will lead to more west¬ 


ern Canada activity in the 
processing end. 

B.C. Industry Minister Gary 
Lauk said that B.C. does not 
have the expertise to cope 
with the complicated tariff 
machinery "but we're going 
to do our damndest in the 
next few w^eks to develop 
this expertise.” 

He asked for the loan of a 
fdertal expert on tariffs who 
could help the province on a 
consulting basis. Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau, chairman of 
the conference, said this could 
probably be done. 

The solution offered by Ot¬ 
tawa was still a compromise, 
however. 

The main advocate for tar¬ 
iff changes, Lougheed felt 
that Canadian pressures to 
open cracks in the U.S. tariff 
wall could be put into play 
before the international nego¬ 
tiations next year. 

Lougheed said Alberta ex¬ 
ports of crude oil to the U.S. 
could be used as “leverage” 
especially now when the 
Americans are facing a se¬ 
vere energy crisis. 


So why wait for the tariff 
talks, he said, when this 
power play could be used in 
the Canada-U.S. energy dis¬ 
cussions? 

Federal officials, especially 
Industry Minister Alastair Gil¬ 
lespie, appeared hesitant to 
take this step. 

At one point, Lougheed 
expressed his frustration by 
saying: “I've got the disap¬ 
pointing feeling the federal 
government doesn’t feel tar¬ 
iffs are a key instrument far 
creating jobs in the west." 

Tariff changes were among 
the top five concerns of the 
western premiers in the con¬ 
ference. 

Their position paper on the 
subject shows that Canadian 
and U.S. tariffs on pe¬ 
trochemical products differ 
drastically. One derivative, 


vinyl chloride, has a Canadian 
tariff of 15 per cent, while the 
U.S. tariff is 42 per cent. 

Another example they give 
is softwood plywood, whose 


U.S. tariff is twice as high as 
that of Canada. 

This type of thing, they say, 
inflicts a "particular penalty’’ 
on the west.

Approved Twice 


A major zoning change af¬ 
fecting 115 individual proper¬ 
ties was approved Thursday 
by Victoria city council for 
the second time. 

The zoning change was first 
approved following a public 
hearing May 25, but a second 
public hearing was necessary 
because the city solicitor con¬ 
sidered the newspaper adver¬ 
tisement announcing the first 
public hearing inadequate. 

The matter involved rezon¬ 
ing 115 individual properties 
in four different parts of the 
city from C-2 commercial to 
C-1N neighborhood shopping 
districts. 

The new zoning classifica¬ 
tion places stricter limits on 
the height, density and set¬ 


backs of development on the 
properties. 

Affected by the new zoning 
are: land immediately adjoin¬ 
ing the junction of Fort, Pan¬ 
dora and Oak Bay; land be¬ 
tween Quadra elementary 
school, south of Kings Road 
and Market; a number of 
sites along Douglas, south of 
Bay, and lands on the north 
side of Gorge Road between 
Garbally and Dunedin. 

In each of the areas, future 
development will be subject to 
a height limit of 70 feet, com¬ 
pared with 140 feet under the 
previous zoning regulations. 

The floor-space ratio has 
been reduced to 1.4-1 from 3-1 
and there is now a setback 
requirement of 20 feet, com¬ 
pared with no setback re¬ 
quirement before.

Abtar Bains, owner of A. S. 
Bains Development Ltd., said 
he was the high bidder on 29 
of the 40 lots, but ended up 
with “two lousy lots,” be¬ 
cause council changed the 
rules after all the tenders had 
been opened. 

Bains said before he put in 
his bids on all 40 lots, he 
checked with an alderman 
and with a senior city hall ad- 
ministratdr whether the 
number of lots per bidder was 
restricted. 

“I was told I could end up 
with all 40 lots if I was high 
on all bids,” Bains said. 

At Thursday’s meeting of 
city council, however, aider- 
men decided to limit the 
number of lots per buyer to 
two. 

Spread Lots 

“The idea is to spread the 
lots among as many people as 
possible and give as many 
residents as possible a chance 
to buy a lot in that sub¬ 
division," Mayor Peter Pollen 
told council. 

City hall officials later con¬ 
firmed that there were origi¬ 
nally no restrictions on the 
number of lots that could be 
obtained by one bidder but 
they added it was council’s 

prerogative to change the 
rules. 

“Council doesn’t have to ac¬ 
cept any bid and that was 
clearly outlined in the adver¬ 
tisement,” said city manager 
Jim Brantley. 

But Bains said he was 

misled. 

“I acted in good faith. I 

made a bid on each of the lots 
and made a deposit of 10 per 
cent of each bid. That was a 
total of a little more than 

$52,000. I committed myself to 
the city for more than half a 
million dollars,” he said. 

Not Fair 

“So now, I got two lots al¬ 
though I was high on 29. I 
don't think that’s fair. I think 
that’s unethical and un¬ 
businesslike,” Baiins said. 

Applying the rule of two lots 
only per customer, council de¬ 
cided to accept bids for 11 
lots. The other 29 will be of¬ 
fered for sale at fixed prices 
ranging from $10,000 to 
$16,000. 

Bids for the 11 lots sold 
ranged from $12,760 to $17,120, 
but the lot size varied with 
each individual property. 

The subdivision was created 
by the city from the last big 
chunk of city-owned land. 


Open Space 
Share 
Approved 

Victoria council decided 
Thursday to pay Its share of a 
$4,100 grant to Open Space, 
provided Saanich, Esquimau 
and Oak Bay do the same. 

Open Space, a non-profit or¬

Corporal’s Pay 
Was $1.10 a Day

Robert Mercer was sworn 
Into the Royal North West 
Mounted Police at a time 
when a law enforcement of¬ 
ficer was a close friend of the 
people and a horse his only 
companion for days on end. 

- The retired superintendent, 
who will be 88 Tuesday, and 
his wife Lillias, 83, were mar¬ 
ried in 1908 when a corporal 
like himself was paid 51.10 a 
day and rations and grey 
blankets were supplies. 

At that time the force, later 
to become the ROMP and now 
celebrating its centenary, was 
only 35 years old. 

To Robert Mercer it was an 
era of patrol on horseback — 
patrols that lasted up to three 
weeks away from the detach¬ 
ment and his family. 

“I liked my work," a still 
sprightly Mercer said in an 
interview at their Rockland 
apartment. 

"There wasn’t the crime 
there is today, and the police¬ 
man was everybody’s friend.” 

The couple attribute their 
long "years of happiness” to 
thinking young and being 
thoroughly contented. 

During his law enforcement 
career Mercer served from 
coast to coast and command¬ 
ed posts in Ontario and New 
Brunswick, besides heading 
the criminal vi investigation 
branch for Alberta. 

In 1918, as a troop sergeant 
fclth RNWMP B squadron 
cavalry, he was dispatched to 
Siberia via Vladivostok with 
the Canadian expeditionary 
force of nearly 5,000 men. 

Vladivostok, the Allies’ 
backdoor to Russia and an 
important supply port an the 
First World War, was oc¬ 
cupied from 1918 to 1922. 

The RNWMP squadron of 


loO men did not engage in 
fighting during the Allied in¬ 
tervention. "We patrolled the 
city and carried out foot and 
cavalry drills.” 

o 

Bom in Sadlkot, Punjab 
(now part of Pakistan), the 
son of an Indian army major, 
he attended primary school in 
India and completed his 
schooling at Plymouth, Eng¬ 
land, before coming to Cana¬ 
da at 20. 

He joined the RNWMP in 
Regina in 1905 and was posted 
to Macleod, Alta., where he 
got his first taste of Canadian 
winters. There, at a poli c ® 
dance, he met Lillias McKen¬ 
zie, who had come from Hunt- 
ly, Aberdeenshire Scotland. 

They were married in a co¬ 
lorful ceremony at Christ 
Church. The only known liv¬ 
ing guest is Mary Dunn, a 
sister of Mrs. Mercer’s and 
bridesmaid, now living in Cal¬ 
gary. 

The Mercers, believed to be 
the force's longest-married 
couple, will celebrate their 
65th wedding anniversary 
Aug. 10. 

□ 

After returning from Siberia, 
Mercer was appointed detec¬ 
tive sergeant in charge of CLR 
in Regina where he served 
until commissioned in 1929. 
The following year he took 
command of the Yorkton, 
Sask., subdivision in a time 
when Sons of Freedom Douk- 
hobors were burning schools 
and staging nude parades. 

Mercer and his family then 
transferred to Windsor, Ont., 
where he opened a new sub¬ 
division. Three years later he 
commanded the Ontario divi¬ 
sion at Toronto. He was later 
stationed in Edmonton in

When com produces that 
decorative tassel away up on 
top of the plant, it is In a very 
important stage of its develop¬ 
ment I have known misguid¬ 
ed gardeners to cut off these 
tassels as fast as they 
formed, to “throw all the 
strength into the cobs.” Trou¬ 
ble is, they never got any 
cobs, or rather, there wasn’t 
any com on their cobs! 

You see, those tassels are 
the male flowers of the com 
plant, and without the golden 
dust-like pollen from these 
tassels, there can be no 
mouth-watering com-on-the- 
cob. 

Those sticky silken threads 
that protrude from the tips of 
the ears of com are the fe¬ 
male “flowers.” Each of 
these threads connects with 
an embryo seed kernel within 
the ear, and each thread or 
“silk” must be fertilized with 
a grain of pollen from the 
male tassel before the kernel 
will swell. Hence the Impor¬ 
tance of both tassels and silks 
— male and female must get 
together before the com plant 
can produce children. In this 
case the offspring are the 
seed kernels on the cob.

We are coming up now to 
the critical time for com as 
the tassels appear and ripen, 
for this is when pollination 
takes place. If it is incomplete 
or unsuccessful, the ears will 
fill out only partially or not at 
all. Insects play no part what¬ 
ever in the pollination of com 
—it is all done by gravity or 
the wind. 

This is why a single row of 
com in the garden will often 
fail to produce plump ears. 
Persistent winds during the 
pollinating period will carry 
the pollen AWAY from those 
waiting silks below, and these 
unfertilized threads wither 
and die without producing any 
kernels within the ears. Com 
should always be grown in 
multiple rows or in square 
“blocks” so the pollen from 
one row, if blown, will reach 
the silks in another row. Even 
with the correct placement, 
you will often find cobs on 
which the tips have no ker¬ 


nels, due to Imperfct pollina¬ 
tion. 

Gardeners have been argu¬ 
ing for well over a hundred 
years as to whether or not the 
suckers should be tom off 
from the base of the com 
plant, and even the highest 
authorities can’t seem to 
make up their minds on this 
point. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture says It doesn’t 
make any difference; per¬ 
sonally, I leave the suckers 
on. I can see how these 
suckers could rob the parent 
plant of nutrients if the com 
was growing on poor, hungry 
soil, but no gardener In his 
right mind would even at¬ 
tempt this demanding crop on 
an infertile plot. 

Corn is a big, husky, hungry 
plant, and the richest soil in 
the garden is none too good 
for this exacting subject, and 
even in well-manured ground, 
the crop should be given suipr 
? plemental feedings through 
the growing season. Under 


this treatment, there should 
be food to spare for the 
suckers, and dn any case, I 
believe the shock of wrench¬ 
ing them off is harder on the 
parent plant than any harm 
they may do by remaining. 
Hie original growers of cam 
— the Indians — didn't sucker 
their plants, nor do the big 
growers of Iowa. 

At a certain stage of 
growth, cord-like roots will 
appear on the stems a little 
above ground level; these are 
rather like the aerial roots 
you get on a big cut-leaf philo¬ 
dendron. These arch them¬ 
selves outward and down¬ 
ward, and given half a 
chance, they will insert their 
.tips in the ground. 

I believe these aerial roots 
are for the purpose of provid¬ 
ing better anchorage as the 
com plants put on height and 
become top-heavy, acting as 
miniature stays or g^iys. 

In any case, our job is to 
make it easier for them to 
perform their function, and to 
this end, I “hill up” my com 
as soon as these buttress 
roots appear, pulling earth up 
around the stems with the 
draw hoe.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — “I need to keep 
Willie alive,” said the great clown Emmett 
Kelly, whose wistful, tattered character 
brought laughter to nearly two generations of 
children of all ages. 

At 74, Kelly admits his craggy face is still 
most at home beneath greasepaint. But even 
without makeup, the master clown cannot 
help but peer out of the sad eyes of Weary 
Wilkie, the bulb-nosed tramp. 

He has been gone from the circus sawdust 
far 18 years. He now spends winters at his 
Sarasota, Fla., home and summers perform¬ 
ing at a Lake Tahoe casino. 


Kelly said in an interview Wednesday he 
created his Weary Willie character originally 
as a pen-and-ink cartoon which he briefly 
considered doing for the newspapers. But he 
said he decided to become Weary Willie in¬ 
stead. He joined the Howes-Great London 
Circus. 

“I was determined to create something 
different,” Kelly reminisced. “I wasn’t going 
to copy Charlie Chaplin or burlesque comedi¬ 
ans like Joe Jackson. I settled on this wistful 
tram^” 

Kelly decided to “feel myself, act it, never 
try to sing, never do acrobatics, never talk.” 


"Anything aggressive I stayed away from, 
and it took about 10 to 15 years for it to catch 
on.” 

Kelly’s last 14 seasons were with Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum and Bailey. He said he 
left Ringling in 1955 because the most lie 
could ever make was $165 a week. His first 
Job after leaving the circus was in the Ice 
Review at New York's old Roxy Theatre. He 
said he drew $6,500 for 2% weeks. 

Kelly said he’ll keep going as long as his- 
health pernlits — "I need to keep Willie 
alive.”

A father of two boys, Brent, 
12, and Mark, 15, Both live 
with their father at Ganges 
Dawe never regretted "for 
one minute" the decision to 
involve himself with his real 
love, which is art. 

Born in Vancouver hut 
raised and educated in Vic¬ 
toria as son of well-known 
Victoria criminal lawyer Ar¬ 
thur Dawe, now retired, Arthur 
Dawe Jr., after some soul- 
searching, decided to learn 


everything about the art busi¬ 
ness. 

Having been friendly during 
school days with Barry Mills, 
son of Mr. and Mi's. Jack 
Mills who started the Victoria 
little Gallery 24 years ago, 
Dawe found an ideal place to 
begin his training, designed to 
give him an insight into the 
art business including the 
buying and selling of paint¬ 
ings, framing and the restora¬ 
tion of valuable old paintings. 

He also learned to advise 
some of the wealthier custom¬ 
ers what paintings to choose 
for their opulent dwellings 
and how to hang them.

He said both 
Barry Mills, currently with a

I,ast February Dawe, in 
conjunction with the Victoria 
store, opened a branch of the 
Little Gallery at Ganges and 
while there he soon noticed 
the unique establishment of 
Whippletree Junction with its 
varied stores, many of which 
deal with antiques of almost 
every description. 

During one of his visits he 


met the creator of Whipple¬ 
tree Junction, Randy Streit, 
who comtempiated moving 
the old Cobble Hill store to 
Whipiftetree Junction. 

The stare, built in 1913, sud- 
enly was in the way of a 
road-widening program after 
it had served for many years 
as post office and grocery 
store. 

Now the old store has won a 
new lease on life and those 
who knew it at Cobble Hill 
will be astounded at what 
some careful planing and 
paint can do to an old frame 
building. 

On bright walls Dawe dis¬ 
plays an interesting and care¬ 
fully chosen array of art work 


by Jose Trinidad from the 
Philippines and now of Van¬ 
couver; Ardath Davis, Emi 
Marza, Fred Priddat, Bruch 
Clark, and some delicate bird 
paintings by Glen Smith. 
Marza, originally from Tran¬ 
sylvania, also called Sieben- 
buerge, incidentally works as 
restorator of valuable art 
works at the Little Gallery In 
Victoria. 

Besides flhe paintings some 
of Dawe’s fine collection of 
about 60 Edison talking ma¬ 
chines and record players of 
various makes are exhibited, 
and he will eventually finish 
the interior’s decor in the 
style of the time at which the 
building was erected.

NORTH COW1CHAN — 
Cowichan Valley Regional 
board, meeting Wednesday 
night at the North Cowichan 
municipal hall, decided to aid 
Eagle Heights residents in 
their efforts to establish a 
sewer system which would he 
connected to the city of Dun¬ 
can system. 

The city now is in the 
process of extending its own 
system into Indian reserve 
land where soon a 53.8 million 
shopping centre will be built. 
Earlier requests from the 
Eagle Heights area to dispose 
of sewage finally resulted in a 
letter from the city. 

In the letter, City Adminis¬ 
trator Gordon berry advised 
the regional board that addi¬ 
tional cost to allow for sewage 
from Eagle Heights would he 
about 515,500. 

"This increased system 
would be designed to handle 
flows from approximately 
1.500 people from Eagle 
Heights," an engineer from 
Duncan Kondra Engineering 
Ltd. stated in his report. Now 
the regional board will advise 
the city that Eagle Heights 
wishes to join the city’s sew¬ 
age system. 

Meanwhile, director Pat 
Clements from that area will 
be requested to get reason¬ 
able assurance from residents 


that a money bylaw in that 
area would pass. The total 
cost of a sewer system for the 
Eagle Heights district is not 
known. 

The planning committee of 
the board was requested to 
prepare "a bylaw to prevent 
or to restrict, to the greatest 
extent deemed to be legally 
and practically possible, the 
dumping of raw sewage into 
the fresh and salt waters of 
electoral areas, including Mill 
Bay, Cobble Hill, Cowichan 
Bay, Cowichan Station- 
Glenora, Honeymoon Bay-Pal- 
di, Saltair, Ladysmith area 
and Youbou area." 

Meanwhile, director Pat 
Clements from that area will 
be requested to get reasonable 
assurance from residents that 
a money bylaw in that area 
would pass.

SAIGON (CP) — The last Canadian truce 
observers in the field in South Vietnam ar¬ 
rived here Thursday, leaving the teamsites of 
the International Commission of Control and 
Supervision to the Hungarians, Poles and In¬ 
donesians. 

The ^Hungarians and Poles, who rarely 
agreed with the Canadians and Indonesians, 
say the ICCS cannot work with only three 
countries. 

In Saigon, the Canadians are on their own. 
after medical checks, until departure for 
home next Tuesday. 

In the ICCS officers’ mess today, men met 
others they had not seen often during the six 
months in South Vietnam. 

"Listen, you Canadians, drinks are on me, 
courtesy Air America," shouted one man. 

"You’re a great bunch of guys." 

Air America is the contractor that pro¬ 
vides the aircraft for the ICCS airline, a ser¬ 
vice that has been operated by Canadians. 

A Victoria naval officer gave up that 
offer of a drink to sit thoughtfully on a bed to 
wonder out loud whether Canada is "copping 
out." 

Cmdr. Jay Rangel, a tall man who usually 
looks down on people with an engaging smile 
and a quick quip, said seriously: "I've 
thought about this for a long time."

LAKEHURST. N.J. (UPI) 
— Two supersonic F4J Phan¬ 
tom jets of the U.S. Navy’s 
Blue Angels precision flying 
team collided in flight and 
crashed Thursday, killing 
three men and injuring a 
fourth. 

The navy said the four- 
plane formation was on its 
way from the Oceana, Va., 
naval air station to Lakehurst 
naval air station when the col¬ 
lision occurred as the two- 
man jets were practising an 
outside loop over a wooded 
scrub pine area. 

The scene near Beckerville, 
N.J., was about four miles 
from Lakehurst, site of one of 
the most famous air disasters 
in history — the fire which de¬ 
stroyed the German dirigible 
Hindenburg May 6, 1937, kill¬ 
ing 36 persons. 

The two remaining planes 
landed safely at the naval 
base 10 minutess after the ac¬ 
cident. 

In all. 10 Blue Angels have 
been killed since the crack 
flying team, based in Pen¬ 
sacola, Fla., was formed in 
1946. 


Finance Minister John 
Turner said an amendment to 
the act next year will allow 
provincial governments to 
own, at first, 25 per cent of 
the voting shares of a char¬ 
tered bank.

He said the amendment will 
give them access to the "hal¬ 
lowed halls of banking" 
through their government. 

In his statement, Turner 
stressed that the purpose of 
the amendment will be to 
spur members of the public to 
invest in banking, and to 
foster the establishment of re¬ 
gionally-based charter banks 
- two steps that will encour¬ 
age regional development of 
industry. 

As a second step to encour¬ 
age the creation of regional 
banks, the federal govern¬ 
ment will also recommend to 
Parliament that the incorpo¬ 
ration of new banks be per¬ 
mitted through letters-patent,

Nixon also wrote U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge John Sirica, 
in answer to a subpoena from 
Special Presecutor Archibald 
Cox, that he would not release 
nine tape recordings Co: 
sought. Nixon did, however, 


produce two of the documents 
Cox’s subpoena asked. 

Cox immediately asked for 
a court order requiring Nix¬ 
on’s compliance with the sub¬ 
poena and 'Sirica gave the 
White House until' 1 10' a.m. 
Aug. 7 to respond.

"People call up and they say they don’t 
care what size they don’t care what model, 
whether it’s bent or dented or whatever — 
just get them one," a Boston appliance store 
manager said of the freezer sales. 

"People are hoarding meat," said Michael 
McTague, a St. Louis appliance sales manag¬ 
er. "I have customers begging for freezers 
but the distributors ere sold out." 

Commercial locker firms reported soaring 
rentals. 

The boom in home freezers went against 
advice from Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 


who is urging consumers to nol hoard food, 
especially beef, warning that a run on meat 
by 40 million housewives would require the 
slaughter of a million steers, "and dry up the 
counters fast." 

In Miami Beach, Fla., — Rising food 
prices have forced many retired people living 
on fixed incomes to eat fewer meals and 
some have even resorted to shoplifting food 
and.vitamins, officials said. 

Social workers and store officials said the 
situation was particularly acute in Miami 
Beach, where 61 per cent of the population of 
85,000 is aged 65 and over.

Region Promises 
Help for Sewers 


NORTH COWICHAN - 
Gowichan Valley Regional 
bf o a r d, meeting Wednesday 
night at the North Cowichan 
municipal hall, decided to aid 
Eagle Heights residents in 
their efforts to establish a 
sewer system which would be 
connected to the city of Dun¬ 
can system. 

The city now is in the 
process of extending its own 
system into Indian reserve 
land where soon a $3.8 million 
shopping centre will be built. 
Earlier requests from the 
Eagle Heights area to dispose 
of sewage finally resulted in a 
letter from the city. 

In the letter, City Adminis¬ 
trator Gordon berry advised 
the regional board that addi¬ 
tional cost to allow for sewage 
from Eagle Heights would be 
about $15,300. 

“This increased system 
would be designed to handle 
flows from approximately 
1,500 people from Eagle 
Heights,” an engineer from 
Duncan Kondra Engineering 
Ltd. stated in his report. Now 
the regional board will advise 
the city that Eagle Heights 
wishes to join the city’s sew¬ 
age system. 

Meanwhile, director Pat 
Clements from that area will 
be requested to get reason¬ 
able assurance from residents 
that a money bylaw in that 
area would pass. The total 
cost of a sewer system for the 


Eagle Heights district is not 
known. 

The planning committee of 
the board was requested to 
prepare "a bylaw to prevent 
or to restrict, to the greatest 
extent deemed to be legally 
and practically possible, the 
dumping of raw sewage into 
the fresh and salt waters of 
electoral areas, including Mill 
Bay, Cobble Hill, Cowichan 
Bay, Cowichan Station- 
Glenora, Honeymoon Bay-Pal- 
di. Saltair. Ladysmith area 
and Youbou area.” 

Meanwhile, director Pat 
Clements from that area will 
be requested to get reasonable 


assurance from residents that 
a money bylaw in that area 
would pass. The total cost of a 
sewer system for the Eagle 
Heights district is not known. 

In other business, the board 
learned from North Cowichan 
Aid. John Cannon that he will 
meet with the minister Aug. 6 
to clear the way fdr an activi¬ 
ty centre at Duncan; agreed 
to apply for a community 
park and greenbelt land ac¬ 
quisition function to obtain 3.5 
acres to be joined with the 
existing two-acre Saltair Com¬ 
munity Park, and decided to 
enlarge the executive commit¬ 
tee from three to five 
members. 


Too Many Cooks 
Can Spoil Broth 

PORT HARDY — To everybody’s great relief, the case of 
the unwanted relief cook has been solved. And to the diners' 
satisfaction, judging by the results. 

It all began early this week when loggerd employed by 
MacMillan Bloedel took to the picket line when they saw the 
relief man in the cookhouse. 

The loggers had been complaining about the relief man, 
the company said, and when the regular cook didn’t make it 
back on time from his vacation, out they went. 

The walkout didn’t cause too much indigestion, however, 
because the regular cook showed up shortly after and every¬ 
one went back to work. 


A few spectacular escapes 
are not going to cancel the 
federal government's policy 
of a more permissive penal 
system, Commissioner of Pen¬ 
itentiaries Paul Faguy said in 
Victoria this week. 

Neither highways nor air¬ 
lines are closed because of 
spectacular crashes, he said. 
Instead the situation is stud¬ 
ied and measures taken to 
hopefully prevent recurrence 
of the problem. 

Faguy was speaking at the 
opening of a new $167,000 vo¬ 
cational building at William 
Head Institution — a pilot 
project In the use of inmate 
labor which he expects to see 
repeated in other institutions 
across the country. 

Some Failures 

“We have had some si>ec- 
tacular failures from time to 
time,” said Faguy, "but taken 
in the contevt of more than 
67,000 permits in one year, 
they are relatively very, very 
few.” 

He said the dbjective of the 
penitentiary programs must 
be aimed at the rehabilitation 
of inmates. 

“I must admit I find it dif¬ 
ficult at times to know the 
barriers to change and how 
far we can go, how fast with¬ 
out courting serious problems 
and consequent ciritcisms,” 
said Faguy. 

Not So Easy 

“We are walking a tight¬ 
rope over the various dif¬ 
ferent public and private in¬ 
terests. Some of the public 
wants changes, but others 
certainly not. 

“A small percentage are 
very quick to criticize when 
we have failures such as es¬ 
capes, or non-returners, or 
crimes committed when in¬ 
mates are on temporary ab¬ 
sences. 

“These we regret very 
much and would like to pre¬ 
vent. Yet our failure rate in 
the temporary absence pro¬ 
gram is less than .5 per cent 
of the total number of permits 
granted. 

Any Program 

“Any program with a suc¬ 
cess rate of 99.5 per cent must 
be regarded as a real suc¬ 
cess.” 

Faguy said the penitentiary 
service will continue to tight¬ 
en up on all possible security 
and safety measure. 

The new vocational training 
building replaces the collec¬ 
tion of temporary huts pre¬ 
viously used. 

The 160 by 50-foot concrete 
structure contains two 
classrooms and three work¬ 
shops. 

Pilot Project 

It was built as part of a 
pilot project by inmates who 
received minimum wages for 
their work, and paid income 
tax, unemployment insurance 
and room and board, working 
as far as possible under con¬ 
ditions of the outside free so¬ 
ciety. 

It was estimated that some 
$75,000 were saved on labor 
costs on the building while at 
the same time the work pro¬ 
vided training for inmates 
learning various trades. 

The workshops provide 
training in electrical work, 
carpentry, masonry and plas¬ 
tering. Inmates are given cer¬ 


tificates at the completion of 
the program which are recog¬ 
nized by outside unions. 
Electrical students may 


take their provincial test for a 
C licence after a six month 
course, he said, while car¬ 
pentry students get a one-year 


an appren- 


cfedit towards 
ticeship. 

He said the emphasis in the 
program is toward building 


permanent structures such as 
a new home, completed re¬ 
cently at Becher Bay, as well 
as rehabilitative training.

COURTENAY — Numerous 
items are high on the priority 
list for action from members 
of Courtenay-Comox Chamber 
of Commerce, directors 
agreed Wednesday evening. 

Directors are arranging a 
morning coffee party to en¬ 
able all members to study 
plans and discuss two large 
shopping proposals that are 
currently under consideration 
by Courtenay council, 

The tentative dat^ for the 
meeting, at the lower Elk’s 
Hall, is Aug. 15. The chamber 
hopes to come up with a firm 
proposal to throw its supi>ort 
behind one centre or none at 
all. 


Dominion Construction is 
currently having a land-use 
contract drawn up for a 
multi-million dollar shopping 
centre on Ryan Road, while a 
second firm would like to con¬ 
struct a large development 
immediately south of Cour¬ 
tenay on 20 acres. 

The chamber has sent a let¬ 
ter to G. E. Cunningham, 
commanding officer for the 
RCMP’s E Division in British 
Columbia, asking for more 
adequate policing in Comox 
berland. 

Chamber members’ main 
criticism is the lack of enough 
police personnel for rural 
areas. . , , u 

Directors feel that if more 
men were available for rural 
work, city constables would 


have more time to devote to 
city duties. 

Cumberland council has re¬ 
cently complained bitterly 
about the lack of adequate po¬ 
licing and has said for some 
time that the only solution is 
the return of a three-man de¬ 
tachment to the village. 

Currently all Comox Valley 
police personnel works out of 
the Courtenay RCMP detach¬ 
ment office. 

A meeting between all 
North Island chambers of 
commerce is to be held soon 
to discuss the problem. 

At that time members will 
also discuss the possibility of 
re-introducing a B.C. Ferries 
service from Comox or Union 
Bay to Vancouver. Such a ser¬ 
vice was in operation 25 years 
ago. 


Stan Shewaga. spokesman 
for th union negotiating team, 
said Thursday in a telephone 
interview from Nanaimo that, 
he had been informed of the 
move which will cover seven 
of the 10 B.C. mills represent¬ 
ed by the PPWC. 

The other three mills are at 
Prince Rupert, where 900 men 
In two pulp mills are on 
strike, and Castlegar where 
strike notice has been served 
by 300 employees. 

Appointment of a mediation 
officer will prevent any strike 
moves at the other mills at 
Crofton, Harmac, Prince 
George (two mills) Crest- 
wood, Gold River and Wood- 
fibre. until a mediation report 
is submitted. 

The 4,500 PPWC members 
had rejected a contract settle¬ 
ment offered by the bureau. It 
was identical with an offer ac¬ 
cepted by 7,200 United Paper- 
woerkers International Union 
members at 11 mills recently. 

Shewaga said that the 
same time talks at the Har¬ 
mac mill with MacMillan 
Bloedel representatives to re¬ 
solve local issues have been 
broken off by the company. 





From Corporate Rush to Island Tranquillity 

Ex-VIP Took Whippletree Junction Road

DUNCAN — There are at 
least two remarkable things 
about the Little Gallery at 
Whippletree Junction a few 
miles south of Duncan. 

The smart looking building 
was a historic landmark 
somewhere else argi the gal¬ 
lery's manager Arthur Da we 
of Ganges, Salt Spring Island, 
gave up a promising career 
with a financial empire to be 
himself and be happy again. 

About 1 V% years ago the 40- 
year-old former vice-president 


of a financial corporation in 
Los Angeles called it quits. 
He had tired of travelling 
10,000 air miles every month 
and looking after 52 branch 
offices in the United States 
and Canada. 

A father of two boys, Brent, 
12, and Mark, 15, — Both live 
with their father -at Ganges — 
Da we never regretted "for 
one minute” the decision to 
involve himself with his real 
love, which is art. 

Born in Vancouver but 
raised and educated in Vic¬ 
toria as son of well-kftown 
Victoria criminal lawyer Ar¬ 
thur Dawe, now retired, Arthur 
Dawe Jr., after some soul- 
searching, decided to learn 


everything about the art busi¬ 
ness. 

Having been friendly during 
school days with Barry Mills, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Mills who started the Victoria 
Little Gallery 24 years ago, 
Dawe found an ideal place to 
begin his training, designed to 
give him an insight into the 
art business including the 
buying and selling of paint¬ 
ings, framing and the restora¬ 
tion of valuable old paintings. 

He also learned to advise 
some of the wealthier custom¬ 
ers what paintings to choose 
for their opulent dwellings 
and hoyv to hang them. 

Soon Dawe found out that 
his new vocation gave him joy 


and satisfaction, which in it¬ 
self is success. He said both 
Barry Mills, currently with a 
stockbrokers’ firm in Win¬ 
nipeg, and he will eventually 
acquire the firm “because 
neither of us wants to see this 
excellent business run down 
when Mr. and Mrs. Mills de¬ 
cide to retire.” 

Last February Dawe, in 
conjunction with the Victoria 
store, opened a branch of the 
Little Gallery at Ganges and 
while there he soon noticed 
the unique establishment of 
Whippletree Junction with its 
varied stores, many of which 
deal with antiques of almost 
every description. 

During one of his visits he 


met the creator of Whipple¬ 
tree Junction, Randy Streit, 
who comtemplated moving 
the old Cobble Hill store to 
Whippletree Junction. 

The store, built in 1913, sud- 
enly was in the way of a 
road-widening program after 
it had served for many years 
as post office and grocery 
store. 

Now the old store has won a 
new lease on life and those 
who knew it at Cobble Hill 
will be astounded at what 
some careful planing and 
paint can do to an old .frame 
building. 1 

On bright walls Dawe dis¬ 
plays an interesting and care¬ 
fully chosen array of art work 


by Jose Trinidad from the 
Philippines and now of Van¬ 
couver; Ardath Davis, Emi 
Marza, Fred Priddat, Bruch 
Clark, and some delicate bird 
paintings by Glen Smith. 
Mai^a, originally from Tran¬ 
sylvania, also called Sieben- 
buerge, incidentlally works as 
res bora tor of valuable art 
works at the Little Gallery in 
Victoria. 

Besides the paintings some 
of Dawe’s fine collection of 
about 60 Edison talking ma¬ 
chines and record players of 
various makes are exhibited, 
and he will eventually finish 
the interior’s decor in the 
style of the time at which the 
building was erected.

Drought Victims 
Helped by B.C. 

The B.C. government is giv¬ 
ing $25,000 for emergency re¬ 
lief in the west central Africa. 
Provincial Secretary Ernest 
Hall said Friday. Hall said 
the relief was needed in the 
area because about 6 million 
people “have been severely 
affected, and are in danger of 
starvation" by a long drought. 


“We want to bring these 
people to the school and. in 
turn, we want our students to 
go out into the community 
and become involved," he 
said.

Already there have been 
almost 400 applications from 
prospective teachers, Matth¬ 
ews said, from heads of uni¬ 
versity departments, prin¬ 
cipals, from teachers in Ma¬ 
laya, Singapore, Japan, 
Europe and the U.S. 

The purchase of the Pedder 
Bay site was made possible 
through an anonymous gift of 
$200,000 and all funds are 
being sought privately, from 
business and industry, private 
citizens, organizations and 
charitable foundations. 

About half of the $3 million 
objective has been given or 
pledged this year. 

The college, which is con¬ 
sidered the premier memorial 
to Canada's late prime min¬ 
ister, is the third in a network 
of United World Colleges de¬ 
signed to promote interna¬ 
tional understanding through 
education. The first. — the 
United World College of the 
Atlantic - was established in 
1962 at Llantwitt Major in 
Wales.

When John Erb joined B.C. 
civil defence 12 years ago, he 
was the only civilian on the 
staff of an organization com- 
iwsed exclusively of retired 
military men. 

Main projects of civil de¬ 
fence at that time were build¬ 
ing nuclear bomb shelters 
throughout the province and 
organizing evacuation proce¬ 
dures for Vancouver in case 
of nuclear attack. 

And Erb had been given 
five years by the pi^Hncial 
government to completely 
change the organization's 
image or it. would be aban¬ 
doned. 

Today, on the eve of Erb's 
retirement as provincial civil 
defence co-ordinator, it. is a 
flourishing provincial depart¬ 
ment with a fulltime staff of 
43 and an annual budget or 
three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 

Ex-Officers 

No military titles are‘used 
in the office although some of 
the former colonels and 
majors remain on staff. 

And the main concerrts are 
no longer the possibilities of 
war, but the problems of 
peace. 

Hie major thrust of their 
planning is towards emer¬ 
gency procedures for peace¬ 
time disasters, such as tidal 
waves and earthquakes, not. 
bombs and nuclear fallout. 

New Emphasis 

“The emphasis has b6en 
completely changed." Erb 
said recently. He added it 
must continue to change if 
civil defence is to remain a 
relevant organization. 

For one thing, it must be¬ 
come more involved in other 
emergencies, not just disas¬ 
ters. Oil spalls and other spills 
of chemicals and dangerous 
materials are the prime ex¬ 
ample of this, he said. 

Civil defence is in an ex¬ 
cellent position to co-ordinate 
efforts in ’ any such emer¬ 
gency. and more use should 
be made of this, he said. 

Erb would also like to see 


more young people Income in¬ 
volved in civil defence work. 
"Young engineers, for exam¬ 
ple, who know about chemi¬ 
cals and oil and how to deal 
with them." 

To complete its image 
change, the name of the or¬ 
ganization will also have to l>e 
changed too, he said. The gov¬ 
ernment has already agreed 
to this, and has suggested 
Provincial Emergency Pro¬ 
gram in fact, that's what 
civil defence is listed as in 
this year's budget. 

Breakfast Food 

But Eli) thinks that is worse 
than keeping the old name. It 
shortens to P.E.P., “and who 
on earth wants to l>elong to an 
organization called P.E.P.? 
That's the name of a break- 
fas*. food." 

He hopes a letter name will 
be thought up either l>y' some¬ 
one in the government or 
someone in civil defence it¬ 
self. 

But even with those 
changes still to lx* taken care 
ol. Erb said he thinks consid¬ 
erable improvements have 
been made during the past 
decade. 

Able To Cope 

“1 think we’re far better 
prepared to cope with any 
peacetime disaster than we 
were 10 years ago. I think we 
could handle it pretty well in 
almost, any part of the prov¬ 
ince now." 

Much of this, he said, is 
because of the network of 
**1 S', 0 0 0 trained volunteers 
spread out into every B.C. 
community. Some have been 
trained in first aid, in emer¬ 
gency feeding and welfare, in 
light rescue, some in such 
specialized techniques as de¬ 
tecting radioactivity and res- 
v cuing people from collapsed 
buildings. 

Many Helpers 

There never seems to be a 
shortage of volunteers for 
search and rescue operations 
these days, he said. In fact, 
often the problem is too many 
volunteers to conduct the 
most efficient search. 



Erb

I-and and bush searches are 
one of the most frequent uses 
of civil defence units on a 
day-to-day basis, he said. 

In recent years, however, 
the organization has also be¬ 
come involved in air and 
'marine searches in a co-or¬ 
dinating role. Provincial civil 
defence headquarters works 
closely with the Pacific Res¬ 
cue Centre and organizes and 
dispatches private planes and 
boats to aid in searches when 
required. 

Focus Search 

In this way, Erb explained, 
the volunteers can be sent 
where they will be the most 
use, and can also b^screcned 
so only qualified planes and 
boats are sent on searches. 

This is even more important 
in air and sea searches than 
in land searches, he said. "It 
doesn’t help if one has to start 
searching for the searchers." 

Others given basic training 
by civil defence are mayors 
and aldermen. They receive 
what Erb calls a "basic orien¬ 
tation"’ course in what to do if 
there is a disaster in their 
communities. 

Civil defence also sponsors 
the training of auxiliary poli¬ 
cemen for both the RCMP 
and municipal police forces. 
The police forces themselves 


do the training, but civil de¬ 
fence provides uniforms and 
necessary equipment. 

There are now more than 
1,000 trained auxiliary police¬ 
men in B.C., he said, who 
could be brought in to help in 
any disaster, or even in the 
case of civil insurrection were 
such a thing every to arise. 

Tidal Wave 

During Erb’s time with civil 
defence, there have been no 
truly major disasters, al¬ 
though there have been a few 
fairly serious incidents the 
Port Alberni tidal wave in 

1964 and the Hope landslide in 

1965 for instance. 

But some of civil defence's 
most intensive work has been 
done in situations where there 
has been a threat of trouble, 
but none has ever material¬ 
ized the jwssible shipment 
of nerve gas through Juan de 
Fuca Strait in 1970 and the 
Amchitka nuclear blast in 
1971. 

The threat, from the Amchit¬ 
ka blast was from a tidal 
wave, and Erb feels one of 
the best things that has hap¬ 
pened for the civil defence 
system has been its joining up 
with a Pacific-wide tidal wave 
warning system. 

Headquarters regularly re¬ 
ceives messages of any tidal 
waves or earthquakes that 
might cause tidal waves from 
across the whole Pacific, and 
would know very early if a 
tidal wave was threatening 
the B.C. coast. 

Eye on Attack 

Despite the emphasis on 
peacetime disaster planning, 
the organization still keeps 
up-to-date its plans ^>r what 
to do in case of a nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

But Erb said he felt 
chances of a war were much 
more remote than they were 
10 years ago, and difficulties 
with a nuclear bomb would be 
more likely to be an accident 
than a war-time drop. 

Erb finishes his job next 
week, and plans to take a trip 
to the Mediterranean soon. 
But after that, he said, he ex¬ 
pects to be looking for "an¬ 
other challenge of some sort" 
probably another job.

‘Did We Cop Out?’ 

ICCS Takeoff Eve 
Edged in Sadness

SAIGON (CP) — The last Canadian truce 
observers in the field in South Vietnam ar¬ 
rived here Thursday, leaving the teamsites of 
the International Commission of Control and 
Supervision to the Hungarians. Poles and In¬ 
donesians. 

The Hungarians and Poles, who rarely 
agreed with the Canadians and Indonesians, 
say the ICCS cannot work with only three 
countries. 

In Saigon, the Canadians are on their own, 
after medical checks, until departure for 
home next Tuesday. 

In the ICCS officers’ mess today, men met 
others they had not seen often during the six 
months in South Vietnam. 

“Listen, you Canadians, drinks are on me, 
courtesy Air America," shouted one man. 

“You're a great bunch of guys." 

Air America is the" contractor that pro¬ 
vides the aircraft for the ICCS airline, a ser¬ 
vice that has been operated by Canadians. 

A Victoria naval officer gave up that 
offer of a drink to sit thoughtfully on a bed to 
wonder out loud whether Canada is "copping 
out.” 

Cmdr. Jay Rangel, a tall man who usually 
looks down on people with an engaging smile 
and a quick quip, said seriously: "I’ve 
thought about this for a long time." 


He said that this week South Vietnamese 
army officials in Pleiku, in the central high¬ 
lands. held a magnificent party for the men 
of ICCS Region HI where Rangel had spent 
the last months. 

After the party, he said, the half-dozen 
Canadians looked at each other and agreed 
with him that “I feel like a heel." 

"We wondered whether we were copping 
out," he said. 

Rangel described South Vietnam as a 
“beautiful, tragic land" and expressed admi¬ 
ration for the South Vietnamese army. He 
also expressed sympathy for the army which 
he said is left at the “mercy of the Hungari¬ 
ans and Poles" in the IOCS. 

He said the only hope for the ICCS 
which he said did some good — is for a 
country such as Canada to be on it. 

"I’m satisfied that the Canadians were ob¬ 
jective in their work," he said. 

He also said he came to have more under¬ 
standing of the South Vietnamese army and 
to have gotten rid of some misconceptions he 
felt about it before he came. 

“I thought the armed forces were corrupt, 
ineffective and needed American support." 
But now he found that "these are people that

CALGARY — In what was seen as a major vic¬ 
tory for British Columbia, the federal government 
announced Thursday that it will allow provinces to 
get into the banking business. 

The promise of changes to the Bank Act was by 
far the most significant event of the western opportu¬ 
nities conference, and it was the key hope of the B.C. 

government. 

Finance Minister John 
Turner said an amendment to 
the act next year will allow 
provincial governments to 
own, at first, 25 per cent of 
the voting shares of a char¬ 
tered bank. 

Over a “reasonable" period 
of time, they will be expected 
to reduce in stages their hold¬ 
ings to a maximum of 10 per 
cenl. \ 

Turner said the ceiling of 10 
per cent was set to protect the 
federal jurisdiction in matters 
of monetary policy and bank¬ 
ing. 

"What we have just re¬ 
ceived," enthused Premier 
Barrett after Turner’s an¬ 
nouncement, “is perhaps one 
of the most significant 
speeches for the ordinary peo¬ 
ple of Canada. For the first 
time, there will be the poten¬ 
tial for them to have some 
say in the banking industry." 

He said the amendment will 
give them access to the "hal¬ 
lowed halls of banking” 
through their government. 

In his statement, Turner 
stressed that the purpose of 
the amendment will be to 
spur members of the public to 
invest in banking, and to 
foster the establishment of re¬ 
gionally-based charter banks 
two steps that will encour¬ 
age regional development of 
industry. 

As a second step to encour¬ 
age the creation of regional 
banks, the federal govern¬ 
ment will also recommend to 
Parliament that the incorpo¬ 
ration of new banks be per¬ 
mitted through letters-patent.

“People are hoarding meat," said Michael 
McTague, 6 St. Louis appliance sales manag¬ 
er. “I have customers begging for freezers 
but the distributors are sold out." 

Commercial locko§, firms reported soaring 
rentals. 

The boom in home freezers went against 
advice from Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 


who is urging consumers to not hoard food, 
especially beef, warning that a run on meat 
by 40 million housewives would require the 
slaughter of a million steers, “and dry up the 
counters fast." 

in Miami Beach, Fla., rising food 
prices have forced many retired people living 
on fixed incomes to eat fewer meals and 
some have even resorted to shoplifting food 
and vitamins, officials said. 

Social workers and store qfficials said the 
situation was particularly acute in Miami 
Beach, where 61 per cent of the population of 
85,000 is aged 65 and over. 

"Some of the older women put little pack¬ 
ages of meat in their bras; they steal what 
they need at the time — vitamins, cans of 
tuna fish," said Frank Curcio, security chief 
for Grand Union stores.

He called Saanich Aid. Bill 
Campbell Thursday evening 
and invited him out to view 
the ditch along Broadway 
which is running with "stink¬ 
ing sewage.” 

"He thought I was exagger¬ 
ating and that suctf conditions 
couldn’t really exist in beauti¬ 
ful Saanich, so he came 
over,” said Miller. 

"He assured me that some¬ 
thing will be done immediate¬ 
ly after he had had a good 
look, and smell, of the situa¬ 
tion.” —— ^ 


"So now, I got two lots 
though I was high on 29.

Victoria will sell a piece ot property to 
Greater Victoria school board at half its 
market value, provided the school board 
pays a $60,000 debt the city has been trying 
to collect for years. 

This method of collecting the outstanding 


debt was approved at Thursday’s meeting of 
Victoria council. /. 

Several aldermen said the twxy matters 
should be dealt with separately, but Mayor 
Peter Pollen replied that this was a good way 
to get the money the school board has been 
refusing to pay. 


The $60,000 represents a portion of the 
operating budget for Greater Victoria’s 
health centres. The school board has insisted 
it doesn’t have to pay the money although the 
health centres provide services to schools. 

The property to be sold to the school 


board is on Cecelia Road. Its market value It 
estimated at $173,000 and the city is offering 
it to the school tSoard for $86,500. 

But the deal is off if the school board 
doesn't pay«llie* additional $60,000. represent¬ 
ing* two years’ arrears in the school board’s 
share of health service costs. 
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
